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INTRODUCTION 


In  June  1949,  to  those  assembled  for  the  Daniel  Roth  Reunion  at  our  residence 
near  East  Peoria,  Illinois,  I  presented  some  charts  giving  genealogical  informa¬ 
tion  about  the  Daniel  Roth  family,  outlining  briefly  the  general  relationship 
between  this  family  and  the  families  of  the  other  six  children  of  Nicolaus  and 
Veronica  (Zimerman)  Roth.  The  reception  and  interest  accorded  this  general  sur¬ 
vey  resulted  in  the  decision  that  a  comprehensive  and  detailed  genealogical 
study  be  prepared  and  made  available  in  book  form.  The  result  of  that  decision 
is  the  product  which  you  now  hold  in  your  hands,  an  exhaustive  history  of  the 
Nicolaus  Roth  family  made  by  Ruth  C.  Roth,  librarian  and  instructor  in  English 
at  Bethany  Christian  High  School,  Goshen,  Indiana. 

This  genealogical  project  is  a  painstaking  account  of  the  descendents  of  Nicolaus 
and  Veronica  (Zimerman)  Roth,  our  Amish  Mennonite,  European  forbears  who  flour¬ 
ished  about  the  turn  of  the  nineteenth  century.  Because  of  its  historical  na  ’ 
ture ,  this  genealogy  will  serve  well  to  quicken  family  memories  among  the  pre^ 
ent  living  progeny  of  the  second  to  sixth  generations,  while  it  will  become  for 
future  generations  a  handbook  for  the  enlightenment  of  all  those  interested  in 
tracing  their  ancestral  moorings. 

The  warning  by  the  Apostle  Paul,  not  to  "give  heed  to  fables  and  endleso  geneaxo 
gies”  (I  Timothy  1:4),  should  not  deter  us  from  an  appreciation  of  this  study, 
because  its  primary  and  sole  purpose  has  been  thoroughly  Christian,  namely,  to 
alert  us  to  the  lines  of  our  "goodly  heritage."  When  I  think  of  the  hours  of 
work  which  this  book  reflects,  I  thank  God  that  from  within  our  ranks  one  has 
arisen  to  the  challenge  of  the  task  of  producing  such  a  purposeful  genealogical 
study.  I  now  commend  it  to  you  for  a  careful  and  fruitful  perusal

PREFACE 


If  at  one  time  Daniel  Roth,  youngest  child  of  Nicolaus  and  Veronica  (Zimerman) 
Roth,  had  not  prepared  a  tree  of  his  paternal  family,  it  is  possible  that  today 
you  would  not  be  holding  a  copy  of  this  book  in  your  hand.  The  Nicolaus  Roth 
Family  Tree,  copied  for  use  in  the  book  because  the  original  copy  had  aged  too 
much  for  the  direct  reproduction  of  it,  served  as  the  foundation  for  beginning 
and  continuing  work  on  this  book.  To  our  knowledge,  this  is  the  first  published 
work  regarding  the  Nicolaus  and  Veronica  (Zimerman)  Roth  Family.  Perhaps  it  can 
serve  as  the  foundation  for  someone  else  to  continue  a  genealogical  study  in 
later  years. 

The  following  Scriptures  seem  relevant  in  connection  with  stating  the  objectives 
of  this  study;  Ps.  61;  5b,  ’’Thou  hast  given  me  the  heritage  of  those  that  fear 
thy  name,”  and  Ps.  16s  6,  ’’The  lines  are  fallen  unto  me  in  pleasant  places;  yea, 

I  have  a  goodly  heritage . " 

The  Nicolaus  Roth  Family  Tree  came  into  the  possession  of  Roy  Daniel  Roth, 
grandson  of  Daniel  Roth,  at  the  same  time  that  he  received  his  grandfather’s 
family  Bible.  Having  a  limited  amount  of  material  from  which  to  start,  and  a 
desire  to  learn  more  about  his  ancestry,  Roy  prepared  a  listing,  by  generations, 
of  all  the  Daniel  Roth  descendents.  He  first  presented  this  material  in  June 
1947,  at  the  22nd  Annual  Daniel  Roth  Reunion  held  at  Bloomington,  Illinois.  At 
the  23rd  Annual  Reunion  on  August  5,  1948,  the  following  motion  was  recorded  in 
the  minutes  of  the  meeting;  ’’Motion  made  and  carried  that  Ruth  Roth  continue 
with  the  Roth  History  begun  by  Roy.” 

During  the  two  years  following  the  1948  Reunion,  I  taught  school  and  did  not 
find  time  to  continue  with  the  work  Roy  had  started.  However,  as  Roy  mentions 
in  the  Introduction,  by  June  1949,  he  had  prepared  some  charts  which  he  pre~ 
sented  to  the  24th  Annual  Roth  Reunion  group,  thereby  helping  to  keep  alive  an 
interest  among  the  descendents  of  Daniel  Roth  regarding  their  ancestry. 

In  the  fall  of  1950,  after  moving  to  Elkhart,  Indiana,  and  beginning  employment 
as  cashier  and  receptionist  at  the  Mennonite  Board  of  Missions  and  Charities,  I 
began  working  evenings  and  all  other  spare  time  available  on  the  genealogy  of 
the  Nicolaus  Roth  Family.  Little  did  I  realize  then  that  it  would  take  four 
years  of  concentrated  effort  to  complete  this  book.  However,  I  trust  chat  the 
efforts  put  forth  not  only  on  my  part,  but  by  scores  of  other  relatives  and 
friends,  may  serve  a  very  definite  purpose  in  enlightening  many  of  the  living 
descendents  of  Nicolaus  and  Veronica  (Zimerman)  Roth,  as  well  as  any  ouher  In¬ 
terested  people,  who  may  have  occasion  for  perusing  this  book  regarding  the  lines 
of  our  ancestral  heritage. 

One  reason  for  delving  into  the  family  history  of  not  only  Daniel  Roth,  my  great 
grandfather,  but  also  his  three  brothers  and  three  sisters,  was  that  my  knowl- 
edge,  and  seemingly  that  of  many  of  the  members  of  the  Daniel  Roth  Reunion,  was 
very  limited  regarding  these  ancestors  and  their  families.  There  are,  and  will 
probably  continue  to  be,  some  descendents  of  the  Nicolaus  and  "Veronica  (Zimerman 
Roth  Family  who  seem  quite  unconcerned,  or  on  the  other  hand  some  have  become 
rather  unhappy,  at  the  idea  of  spending  so  much  time  searching  out  the  records 
of  our  ancestors.  They  would  be  content  to  know  the  history  of  their  own  family 

only. 
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There  were  some  of  us  who  felt  that  we  would  like  to  be  able  to  converse  more 
intelligently  with  other  people  regarding  our  particular  family  tree,  although 
the  author  regrets  her  inability  to  secure  all  the  material  desired  for  publi¬ 
cation  during  the  working  span  of  four  years.  On  the  other  hand,  she  discovered, 
while  compiling  material  for  the  book,  that  some  people  had  opinions  of  one  do¬ 
ing  research,  such  as  she  was  attempting  to  do,  similar  to  that  described  in 
Peter  Marshall's  book,  Mr,  Jones,  Meet  the  Master.  In  the  sermon,  "Disciples 
in  Clay, "  descriptions  are  given  of  the  various  types  of  disciples  Jesus  chose 
while  living  on  this  earth.  After  finishing  describing  the  tax-collector  dis¬ 
ciple  he  writes  the  following: 

That's  bad  enough,  but  there's  worse  to  come. 

He  is  a  genealogist. 

He  is  one  of  those  men  whose  passion  is  family  trees. 

He  will  bore  you  with  long  recitals  of  the  best  families  - 
where  they  came  from 
whom  they  married 

how  many  children  they  had 

and  whom  they  married  and  so  on  .  .  „  and  on.^ 

Because  the  descendents  of  Nicolaus  Roth  are  so  widely  scattered,  geographi¬ 
cally  speaking,  it  required  much  correspondence  to  secure  the  necessary  informa¬ 
tion.  It  became  quite  evident,  when  beginning  work  on  the  basic  material  given 
to  me  by  Roy  Roth,  that  a  questionnaire  needed  to  be  prepared  anticipating  the 
possible  information  which  could  be  secured  by  sending  these  forms  to  all  known 
descendents  of  Nicolaus  Roth  at  that  time.  As  the  completed  questionnaires 
were  returned,  I  was  able  to  use  names  and  addresses  of  additional  descendents 
listed  and  also  to  send  them  questionnaires. 

Some  words  of  explanation  should  be  given  concerning  the  scope  of  the  book.  The 
dates  1834-1954,  covering  a  period  of  120  years,  indicate  the  beginning  and 
closing  entries  of  information  in  this  record.  The  year  1834  is  the  date 
Nicolaus  Roth  died.  More  information  will  be  given  regarding  him  m  the  sec¬ 
tion  entitled,  "Background  of  the  Nicolaus  and  Veronica  (Zimerman)  Roth  Family." 
The  entire  year  of  1954  cannot  be  fully  represented  in  this  work  because  the 
author  felt  the  necessity  of  completing  most  of  the  material  by  the  fall  of  1954, 
before  returning  to  the  teaching  profession  in  September.  Therefore,  it  is 
quite  oossible  that  much  last-minute  information  will  not  be  included  because 
the  compiler  did  not  have  sufficient  time  to  do  the  extra  research  required  to 
bring  ail  the  families  up-to-date. 

The  book  is  divided  into  seven  major  parts,  excluding  the  introductory  histori¬ 
cal  material.  Each  part  represents  a  complete  record  of  one  of  the  seven  chil¬ 
dren  of  Nicolaus  Roth  and  their  descendents.  Because  of  the  repetition  of  des¬ 
cendents  with  the  same  names,  we  decided  it  was  not  advisable  to  prepare  a  gen¬ 
eral  index  of  all  names  listed  in  the  seven  families  but  rather  that  a  separate 
index  for  each  of  the  seven  families  would  suffice.  By  so  doing,  we  eliminated 
the  necessity  of  assigning  one  particular  number  to  each  descendent  for  proper 
indentif ication  as  is  found  in  many  genealogies.  Therefore,  the  descendents

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are  identified  within  the  family  group  by  a  page  number  in  the  index  as  refer¬ 
ence  to  their  identity. 

The  arrangement  of  material  within  each  family  subdivision  is  the  same  through¬ 
out  the  book.  Each  descendent,  living  or  deceased,  should  be  found  listed  in 
at  least  three  places:  (1)  Concise  Generation  Listing,  (2)  Extensive  Generation 
Listing,  and  (3)  Index  of  Names.  In  addition,  some  descendent s  will  be  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  General  History  of  their  particular  family,  some  will  be  shown  on 
pictures  which  are  interspersed  in  the  Extensive  Generation  Listing  section, 
and  most  of  them  will  be  represented  in  the  tabulated  material  section. 

The  only  variation  from  the  pattern  mentioned  in  the  previous  paragraph  is  the 
addition  of  the  record  of  ’’Daniel  Roth  Family  Reunions,”  which  is  a  listing  of 
the  meetings  and  officers  of  this  group  over  a  period  of  29  years.  I  felt  such 
a  record  would  be  of  especial  interest  to  the  descendents  of  the  Daniel  Roth 
family  and  possibly  to  some  others.  As  far  as  I  could  ascertain,  none  of  the 
other  six  families  has  met  regularly  as  a  reunion  group.  Possibly  because  the 
Daniel  Roth  family  is  one  of  the  smaller  families  in  number,  and  also  because 
almost  all  of  them,  until  recent  years,  resided  in  the  state  of  Illinois,  they 
were  able  to  meet  so  regularly.  In  addition,  the  fact  that  Daniel  Roth  was  the 
youngest  child  in  the  family  of  Nicolaus  Roth  meant  that  many  of  his  children 
were  still  living  in  1926  when  the  Reunion  first  met. 

At  the  time  of  writing  there  are  only  five  living  grandchildren  of  Nicolaus  and 
Veronica  (Zimerraan)  Roth,  Four  out  of  the  five,  it  is  interesting  to  note,  are 
children  of  Daniel  Roth,  as  follows:  Daniel  K.  Roth,  Gibson  City,  Ill., 

Marianna  (Mary  Ann)  (Rcth)  Teuscher,  Fisher,  Ill.,  Samuel  R.  Roth,  and  Amelia 
Roth,  both  of  Morton,  Ill.  The  fifth  living  grandchild  is  the  daughter  of 
Peter  Roth,  namely  Emma  (Roth)  Schertz,  Des  Plaines,  Ill. 

Provision  is  made  for  a  record  to  be  continued  for  any  of  the  seven  families 
represented  in  this  book  under  the  heading,  ’’Future  Family  Record,”  found  on 
page  xl .  I  wish  to  give  my  mother,  Mrs.  John  Roth  (Alma  F.  Yoder),  credit  for 
the  idea  of  inserting  some  such  form.  Several  times,  before  her  death,  when  we 
were  discussing  tentative  plans  for  arranging  the  contents  of  the  book,  she 
asked  if  I  would  be  sure  to  include  some  way  of  continuing  family  records  after 
the  book  would  be  published.  The  author  readily  agreed  to  the  idea  and  only 
recently  decided  on  the  final  form  to  be  used.  At  this  point  I  wish  to  pay 
tribute  to  my  mother  for  the  many  times  she  encouraged  me  in  preparation  of  the 
book.  Even  though  I  was  not  tracing  my  maternal  ancestry,  which  she  had  so 
hoped  someone  would  do  some  day,  she  continually  gave  me  much  encouragement 
which  to  this  day  has  helped  inspire  me  towards  completing  the  book. 

Twenty-eight  pages  of  illustrations  are  included  in  the  book.  Photographs  were 
solicited,  especially  of  the  older  descendents,  and  selections  were  made  from 
those  received.  Some,  due  to  age,  lack  of  sufficient  light,  or  over-exposure 
were  of  necessity  discarded,  although  in  some  cases,  where  it  appeared  no  other- 
pictures  would  be  available,  some  of  these  were  chosen  for  inclusion  m  the  book 

There  are  a  few  pages,  in  some  sections  of  the  book,  where  complete  information 
is  lacking  because  of  the  following  reasons:  (1)  records  were  lost,  (2)  records 
were  incomplete,  or  (3)  lack  of  interest  on  part  of  descendents  to  give  material 
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Various  methods  were  used  to  attempt  to  secure  the  balance  of  information,  seem 
ingly  to  no  avail. 

The  author  has  tried  to  be  consistent  in  using  the  Americanized  spelling  of  the 
names  of  Nicolaus  Roth,  his  wife,  Veronica  Zimerman,  their  children  and  grand¬ 
children,  as  given  on  the  "Nicolaus  Roth  Family  Tree,"  although  some  oversights 
likely  occurred.  However,  in  cases  where  other  material  is  quoted,  the  reader 
may  note  different  spellings  given.  A  local  historian  states  that  it  was  not 
uncommon  for  our  ancestors  to  spell  their  names  several  different  ways  as  spell 
ing  played  a  minor  role  with  the  pioneers.  Evidently  they  were  unconcerned  or 
unaware  as  to  the  probable  outcome  of  such  actions  which  no  doubt  have  caused 
difficulty  for  many  historians  and  genealogists  in  times  past  as  well  as  in  the 
present . 

Various  reference  materials  were  used  in  preparing  the  introductory  section, 
"Background  of  the  Nicolaus  and  Veronica  (Zimerman)  Roth  Family."  Proper  ac¬ 
knowledgments  have  been  given  in  footnotes  or  in  the  body  of  the  material  for 
this  and  other  material  when  used  in  the  "General  History"  of  any  of  the  seven 
families.  At  first  glance  it  might  appear  that  the  introductory  background 
material  is  quite  lengthy,  being  composed  of  three  parts.  However,  when  the 
author  recently  began  organizing  the  materials  available,  it  became  apparent 
that  some  divisions  needed  to  be  made.  Also,  it  seemed  to  her  necessary  to  in¬ 
clude  quite  a  large  amount  of  background  material  in  order  to  give  the  readers 
a  clear-cut  picture  of  their  ancestry,  based  largely  on  the  opinions  of  credit¬ 
able  researchers. 

I  hereby  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  everyone  who  cooperated  with  me 
by  supplying  photographs,  ideas,  factual  information,  and  help  in  any  way  while 
the  book  was  being  prepared.  The  author  is  aware  of  the  fact  that  unintention¬ 
ally  there  may  be  errors  of  omission,  or  typographical  errors,  for  which  she 
begs  forgiveness  and  indulgence  by  her  readers.  Special  credit  should  go  to 
numerous  people.  The  list  would  be  quite  long  if  it  included  everyone  deserv¬ 
ing  mention.  I  will,  therefore,  necessarily  need  to  limit  the  list  of  acknowl- 
edgments  at  the  risk  of  omitting  names  that  should  be  included. 

First  of  all,  I  wish  to  thank  Roy  D.  Roth  for  his  understanding  and  kind  assist 
ance  in  determining  with  me  many  phases  and  policies  of  this  book,  as  well  as 
for  his  unfailing  encouragement  in  this  project  at  all  times.

BACKGROUND  OF  THE  NICOLAUS  AND  VERONICA  (ZIMERMAN)  ROTH  FAMILY 
A.  HISTORICAL  SURVEY  OF  EUROPEAN  BACKGROUND 


The  following  section  of  the  book  is  an  attempt  to  record  as  briefly  as  possible 
all  the  many  accumulated  historical  facts  regarding  Nicolaus  and  Veronica 
(Zimerman)  Roth,  who  likely  were  of  Swiss  origin.  Tracing  the  frequent  move¬ 
ments  of  European  Amish  families  named  Roth  will  be  attempted  with  the  aid  of 
material  quoted  from  works  of  earlier  historians.  It  is  hoped  that  these  se¬ 
lected  materials  will  not  become  wearisome  to  the  reader  but  that  they  will 
stimulate  further  thinking  and  possible  research  by  the  Nicolaus  Roth  descend- 
ents.  At  the  conclusion  of  these  numerous  quotations,  the  author  has  attempted 
to  draw  six  conclusions  based  on  the  findings  given  in  this  section  of  the 
history. 

Veronica  (Zimerman)  Roth,  widow  of  Nicolaus  Roth,  must  have  "screwed  her  courage 
to  the  sticking  place"  when  she  decided  to  leave  her  home  in  Europe  in  1837,  and 
to  bring  part  of  her  family  to  America.  According  to  a  newspaper  clipping  giv 
ing  the  obituary  of  her  son,  Peter  Roth,  Veronica  and  family  were  on  the  Atlantic 
Ocean  forty-two  days,  landing  at  New  York  City  and  locating  in  Butler  County, 
Ohio,  in  the  southwest  part  of  that  state. 

It  is  believed  that  the  following  of  her  children  accompanied  Veronica  on  this 
voyage:  Andrew,  26,  Anna,  9,  Peter,  8,  and  Daniel,  4,  The  ages  given  are  ap 
proximate,  due  to  lack  of  information  regarding  the  exact  time  of  year  the  trip 
was  made.  The  oldest  daughter,  Barbara,  arrived  in  America,  later  settling  in 
Canada,  probably  a  few  months  after  her  mother  and  family  came  to  this  country. 

A  son,  Nicholas,  had  come  to  the  United  States,  probably  several  years  earlier 
than  his  mother,  m  order  to  earn  money.  Information  is  lacking  regarding  the 
exact  arrival  of  a  second  daughter,  Veronica,  in  America.  Evidently  she  had 
already  made  her  home  in  Butler  County,  Ohio,  by  the  time  her  mother  and  re¬ 
maining  brothers  and  sister  arrived  to  live  with  her  there  temporarily.  However, 
more  detailed  information  will  be  given  regarding  all  seven  children  of  Nicolaus 
and  Veronica  (Zimerman)  Roth  in  the  "General  History"  section  of  each  family. 

What  were  the  factors  involved  in  Veronica’s  decision  to  come  to  America?  First, 
the  death  of  her  husband,  Nicolaus  Roth,  three  years  earlier,  in  1834,  no  doubt 
had  its  influence  on  her  thinking.  Also,  very  likely  the  fact  that  she  had  the 
responsibility  of  rearing  several  sons  in  a  country  where  freedom  of  religion, 
in  connection  with  conscription,  was  causing  hardship,  had  its  effect  on  her 
decision.  Then,  with  a  son  and  a  daughter  already  living  in  America,  perhaps 
they  had  been  persuasive  enough  to  encourage  their  mother  to  make  this  transi 
tion.  Whether  there  were  motives  other  than  these,  we  shall  never  know,  bu 
possibly  all  these  things  passed  through  Veronica's  mind  from  time  to  time  w  en 
making  the  decision  whether  or  not  to  make  this  important  step. 

The  following  questions  could  logically  be  asked  next:  Where  was  Nicolaus  Roth 
born?  What  was  his  occupation  before  he  died?  Where  is  he  buried?  For  a  time 
it  was  impossible  to  locate  any  information  to  answer  these  questions.  However, 
fortunately  because  of  the  kind  assistance  of  Delbert  L.  Gratz,  Librarian  at 
Bluffton  College,  Bluff ton,  Ohio,  information  will  be  submitted  here  whic  pos 
sibly  is  the  missing  link  for  which  we  have  long  searched.

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In  a  letter  to  the  author  dated  December  22,  1952,  Mr.  Gratz  submitted  the  fol¬ 
lowing  information:

This  Roth  family  appears  to  have  moved  from  Aux  Gouttes  to  Exincourt 
sometime  between  1788  and  1794.  The  date  of  birth  of  Nicolas  seems 
to  correspond  quite  well  with  your  Nicolas. 

The  first  marriage  of  Hans  Roth  was  to  Freni  Kaufman,  daughter  of 
Jacob  Ko  and  Maria  Amstutz.  Freni  was  born  16.3.1745  and  died 
26.11.1776.  Hans  Roth  and  Freni  Kaufman  were  married  9  Wmtermonat 
[Winter  month]  1762. 

Hans  Roth  married  the  second  time  on  12.7.1778  to  Freni  Stucki, 
daughter  of  Christ  Stucki  living  in  the  castle  at  Grandvillars 
[North  of  Canton  Delle,  Terntoire  de  Belfort,  Franc<0  . 


...  The  oldest  son,  Jacob  Roth,  married  Anna  Liechti  in  1785...  There 
would  be  many  more  records  in  France  and  likely  Switzerland  on  your 
Roth  family  of  the  18th  and  19th  centuries...  [However^  those  in 
France  are  often  in  great  disorder. 


How  does  all  this  information  fit  into  the  picture  of  Nicolaus  Roth,  our  fore¬ 
father?  Although  no  other  European  family  record  has  been  learned  of  while  do¬ 
ing  research  in  this  area,  it  seems  reasonably  safe  to  assume  that  the  Nicolas 
Roth  listed  on  the  Montbeliard  church  record  could  be  the  same  one  who  married 
Veronica  Zimerman.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  find  out  their  date  of  marriage. 
However,  Veronica's  birthdate,  as  given  on  her  tombstone,  indicates  she  was  born 
December  31,  1790,  although  several  other  conflicting  dates  were  submitted  by 
some  descendents.  Therefore,  it  is  altogether  possible  that  this  Nicolas  Roth, 
born  on  May  20,  1788,  near  Montbeliard,  was  our  forbear,  as  he  would  have  been 
approximately  23  years  of  age  and  Veronica  21  when  their  first  child,  Andrew 
Roth,  was  born  in  1811. 

No  official  record  of  what  Nicolaus  Roth  did  to  earn  a  living  has  been  located, 
although  an  apparently  safe  guess  would  be  that  he  was  a  farmer,  since  according 
to  the  Montbeliard  church  record  his  father  lived  on  a  farm.  No  one  living  rrow, 
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of  Nicolaus’  descendents,  is  able  to  tell  any  details  about  his  life  because  he 
did  not  live  in  America  at  any  time,  in  contrast  with  his  wife.  However,  only 
meager  information  is  available  regarding  her  life  from  the  same  sources.  The 
date  of  death  of  Nicolaus,  in  1834,  was  derived  from  the  Nicolaus  Roth  Family 
Tree.  It  is  assumed  that  this  record  is  accurate.  It  has  been  impossible  to 
discover  any  other  information  regarding  Nicolaus,  beyond  his  year  of  death, 
not  even  his  place  of  burial. 

An  effort  in  1949,  on  the  part  of  Roy  D.  Roth,  was  directed  towards  endeavoring 
to  secure  more  information  regarding  Veronica  (Zimerman)  Roth  through  a  German 
Archives  Service  by  writing  to  them.  Their  reply  was  as  follows:  (This  is  the 
English  translation.) 

Concerning  your  inquiry  addressed  to  us  through  Dr.  [Ernst]  Crous, 
concerning  the  emigration  of  Veronica  Roth  in  the  year  1837,  we  in- 
form  you  that  records  concerning  this  affair  cannot  be  ascertained 
in  our  stacks.  Since  the  emigration  records  of  the  time  before  1850 
are  preserved  only  in  a  very  fragmentary  fashion,  it  would  scarcely 
pay  to  undertake  still  further  exhaustive  investigations,  which, 
considering  the  lack  of  an  exact  indication  of  residence,  would  oc¬ 
casion  a  considerable  sacrifice  of  time  and  corresponding  expense. 

This  letter,  signed  by  Komm.  Leiter,  points  up  an  important  item  which  should 
not  be  overlooked  in  studying  the  background  of  Nicolaus  and  Veronica  Roth. 

’’The  lack  of  an  exact  indication  of  residence”  is  not  a  chance  phrase  but  indi¬ 
cates  that  likely  Nicolaus  and  his  family  moved  frequently,  as  did  many  others 
in  his  day,  due  to  infringement  on  their  religious  liberties  by  the  state.  Dr. 
Richard  Hertzler  referred  to  this  matter  in  his  conversation  with  the  author  in 
1953,  verifying  this  possibility  of  frequent  changing  of  residences. 

In  trying  to  locate  additional  information  regarding  Veronica  (Zimerman)  Roth 
from  E.  E.  Zimmerman,  R.  5,  Peoria,  Ill.,  author  of  a  Zimmerman  family  history, 
in  a  letter  dated  November  1953,  he  stated: 

My  great-grandfather,  Micheal,  had  a  sister  by  the  name  of  Fanny 
[Veronic0  who  married  a  Roth  but  it  is  not  quite  certain  if  his 
first  name  was  Chris  or  Nicholas. 

According  to  our  records,  this  possibly  implies  a  lineal  relationship  between 
the  Roth  and  Zimmerman  families,  many  of  whom  are  located  in  the  central  Illi¬ 
nois  area,  which  hitherto  has  not  been  generally  known.  When  Mr.  Zimmerman  was 
asked  where  Veronica’s  birthplace  in  Europe  had  been  he  stated: 

Presumably  in  France,  in  Pans  or  near  there,  as  some  of  the  Zimmermans 
came  from  there. 

From  correspondence  with  Daniel  K.  Roth,  grandson  of  Nicolaus,  a  bit  more  infor¬ 
mation  was  reaped  regarding  the  possible  residence  of  Nicolaus  and  Veronica  Rot.i 

before  Veronica  came  to  America. 

I  am  not  certain  as  to  the  village  where  father  [Daniel  Roth)  and 
grandmother  IVeronica  (Zimerman)  Roth]  came  from  in  Germany,  u 
heard  them  talk  a  great  deal  about  Stuttgart  and  Baden. . .  From  what 
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I  remember  hearing  them  say,  this  country  had  very  good  land... 

Grandmother  Roth  could  talk  French  as  well  as  she  could  talk  German. 

I  remember  her,  although  I  was  around  six  years  old  when  she  passed 
away. 

We  likely  cannot  expect  to  secure  much  more  information  from  any  descendent  in 
this  country  as  Daniel  K.  Roth  is  one  of  the  oldest  living  descendents  of 
Nicolaus  and  Veronica  Roth. 

It  has  been  rather  difficult  to  ascertain  whether  certain  children  of  the 
Nicolaus  and  Veronica  Roth  family  were  actually  born  in  France  or  Germany,  as 
reports  have  varied  considerably,  many  giving  Alsace-Lorraine  as  the  birthplace 
while  others  listed  France  or  Germany.  If  the  family  was,  due  to  necessity, 
quite  transient,  there  easily  could  have  been  children  born  to  this  couple  in 
France  or  Germany,  other  than  even  the  Alsace-Lorraine  area.  This  latter  idea, 
however,  is  speculatory  on  the  part  of  the  author. 

The  Nicolaus  Roth  Family  Tree  again  supplied  some  information  when  trying  to 
decide  from  what  area  Veronica  and  her  children  came  to  America.  The  words 
"Grossherzogthum  Baden  America  1837”  appear  at  the  bottom  of  the  chart  in  the 
center.  Delbert  Gratz  translated  this  to  say:  "Grossherzogt (h)um  Baden  is  the 
Grand  Duchy  of  Baden,  later  a  province  of  Germany,  just  across  the  Rhine  from 
Alsace.”  Dr,  Richard  Hertzler  interprets  the  name  Grossherzogt (h)um  to  mean 
”a  large  area  of  land,  possibly  owned  by  a  duke,  and  likely  of  noble  rank.” 
Whether  this  would  be  an  indication  that  Nicolaus  had  earned  his  livelihood  by 
farming  in  this  area  in  his  latter  years  we  can  only  guess,  although  it  would 
have  been  quite  possible.  However,  it  is  quite  evident  from  this  record  that 
likely  Veronica  and  her  children  left  for  America  from  this  part  of  Europe. 

The  author  has  done  very  little  research  regarding  the  history  of  Alsace- 
Lorraine,  which- is  so  frequently  named  as  the  area  where  our  forefathers  lived 
in  Europe.  However,  information  in  John  C.  Wenger's  Glimpseg  of  Mennonite  His¬ 
tory  and  Doctrine  may  help  shed  some  additional  light  on  this  survey. 

In  the  seventeenth  century  (e.g.,  in  1641)  Brethren  [religious  group 
from  which  our  Amish-Mennonite  forbears  emerged]  from  Zurich  and 
Berne,  because  of  the  stern  measures  of  the  Swiss  rulers,  migrated 
to  Alsace  and  settled  in  the  mountainous  areas  of  the  Vosges.  There 
they  reared  large  families  (eight  or  nine  children),  and  excelled  in 
animal  husbandry,  on  the  farms  which  they  rented.  The  immigration 
from  Berne  was  especially  strong  from  1671  until  1711,  In  that  peri¬ 
od  the  Brethren  secured  military  exemption,  locally  at  least,  by  the 
payment  of  a  sum  of  money.  In  1704  a  local  census,  signed  by  John 
Zimmerman  and  Jacob  Ammann,  [leader  of  the  group  which  later  broke 
away  from  the  Swiss  Mennonite  Church]  contained  such  names  as... 

Bachmann,  Yoder,  Hochstettler,  Rupp,...  Gerig,  Gerber,...  and  Roth. 

In  1712  the  secretary  of  King  Louis  XIV  of  France  informed  an 
Alsatian  official  that  the  King  was  not  minded  to  tolerate  the 
Mennonites  in  Alsace.  They  should  be  banished  from  the  country, 
he  said.  The  official,...  thereupon  gave  orders  that  the  Mennonites 
should  be  driven  out  of  Alsace.  Many  of  them  left,  especially  from 
the  principality  of  Rappoltstein,  settling  in  Montblliard  (prior  to 
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the  French  Revolution  a  part  of  Wurttemberg) ,  in  Breisgau  (a  territory 
in  what  is  now  South  Germany),  in  Zweibrucken  (a  duchy  adjoining  both 
Alsace-Lorraine  and  the  Palatinate)  and  in  the  Palatinate  itself. 

The  Brethren  were  often  in  difficult  circumstances  because  they  re¬ 
fused  to  swear  an  oath. . .  The  other  issue  which  caused  the  Mennonites 
of  Alsace  great  concern  was  the  demand  of  the  state  that  they  perform 
military  service,  an  obligation  which  they  felt  was  impossible  for 
them  because  of  New  Testament  teaching...  On  December  14,  1790,  the 
'Anabaptists'  [forerunners  of  Mennonites)  were  granted  exemption  from 
universal  obligation  of  French  citizens  to  sign  up  for  service  in  the 
national  guard.  In  1793  in  response  to  a  petition  the  Mennonites  were 
also  excused  from  the  bearing  of  arms,  and  given  opportunity  to  choose 
such  service  in  the  army  as  digging  trenches,  building  roads,  or  pro¬ 
viding  transportation--or  even  simply  to  pay  for  such  service. . .  But 
after  Napoleon  became  emperor  of  France  this  military  exemption  was 
no  longer  in  force. ^ 

Further  explanation  is  given  regarding  events  that  occurred  in  connection  with 

the  Alsatian  Mennonites  endeavoring  to  secure  military  exemption  from  the  French 

government. 

The  galling  situation  remained  unchanged;  'No  one  may  refuse  military 
service  because  of  his  faith.'  Only  these  alternatives  then  confronted 
the  Mennonites;  (1)  Give  up  nonresistance,  or  (2)  emigrate.  Many 
chose  to  emigrate*  During  the  nineteenth  century  many  Alsatian 
Mennonites  migrated  to  North  America,  settling  chiefly  in  Ohio,  Illi¬ 
nois,  and  Iowa.  Those  who  remained  behind  were  forced  to  do  military 
service  regardless  of  any  scruples  the  brotherhood  may  have  had  on 
the  matter. ^ 

When  Louis  XIV  of  France  ordered  the  Mennonites  to  leave  Alsace  in 
1712  many  of  them  settled  in  Lorraine.  They  settled^in  the  Saar 
Valley  and  soread  out  over  the  land  as  far  as  Zweibrucken.  In  the 
nineteenth  century  the  Lorraine  Mennonites  migrated  westward  and  es 
tablished  a  number  of  new  congregations.  These  new  congregations  are 
French-speaking,  whereas  the  older  congregations  speak  the  German 
language. 

The  French  city  of  Montbeliard  lies  some  twenty  miles  west  of  the 
northwest  tip  of  the  Swiss  canton  of  Berne.  The  city  was  formerly 
the  capital  of  the  principality  (county)  of  Montbeliard  which  be 
longed  to  the  province  of  Wurttemberg  from  1397  until  the  time  of 
the  French  Revolution  in  the  latter  years  of  the  eighteenth  century. 
Mennonites  from  Berne  fled  across  the  frontier  soon  after  1700  and 
settled  in  the  principality  of  Montbeliard.  Many  Mennonites  from 
Rappolstein  in  Alsace,  especially  f rom  the  Markirch  Valley,  also 
settled  in  Montbeliard  when  Louis  XIV  banished  them  from  the  Alsace 
in  1712.  They  settled  on  the  farms  of  Count  Leopold  who  was  happy 
to  see  first-class  farmers  settle  on  his  lands.  Here  the  Mennonites 
secured  permission  to  have  their  own  cemetery  and  to  organize  a 
school  for  their  children,  and  they  were  granted  exemption  from  the 

obligation  to  swear  oaths.4 


Delbert  Gratz  states  in  his  book,  Bernese  Anabaptists  and  Their  American  Des¬ 
cendants,  regarding • the  group  which  settled  in  Montbeliard: 

They  felt  so  secure  that  they  even  started  a  church  record  in  1750. 

This  was  the  first  church  record  to  be  started  in  any  of  the  Swiss 
Anabaptist  churches  in  Europe,,..  In  1793  the  Montbeliard  church  con¬ 
tained  250  persons,  baptized  and  unbaptized. . . 

After  the  French  Revolution  some  of  the  Anabaptists  bought  land. 

More  and  more  became  landowners.  The  German  language  remained  the 
language  of  the  Anabaptists  here  until  the  close  of  the  nineteenth 
century  and  German  services  were  held  as  late  as  the  second  decade 
of  the  twentieth  century., .  .  In  the  second,  third,  and  fourth  decades 
of  the  nineteenth  century  many  migrated  to  America.  Here  they  formed 
the  large  Amish  communities  in  Central  Illinois,  New  York,  north¬ 
western  Ohio,  and  Iowa. 


In  a  list  of  Anabaptists  in  Montbeliard  made  in  1759  the  following 
Bernese  families  are  represented!  Roth  from  Steffisburg,  .  .*.  ^ 

The  following  information  may  also  be  helpful  in  determining  the  country  from 
which  we  believe  our  forefathers  came: 

One  of  the  elders  at  Montbeliard,  Pierre  Sommer,  the  leading  minister 
of  the  French  Mennonites,  wrote  about  1936:  ’Not  many  Mennonites  are 
living  today  in  France  and  all  of  them  are  in  the  northeast  of  the 
country.  About  one  thousand  live  in  Alsace-Lorraine,  which  as  is 
well  known  was  Germany  territory  from  1871  to  1918.  This  group  has 
retained  the  German  language,  whereas  those  who  have  lived  in  French 
territory  continuously  since  their  first  arrival  at  the  beginning  of 
the  eighteenth  century,  have  become  French  and  have  lost  the  German 
language  almost  entirely.  Our  families  all  came  from  Switzerland  and 
long  held  fast  to  the  German  language.  Here  in  Montbeliard  we  still 
occasionally  had  German  meetings  until  a  few  years  ago.’^ 

The  name  Roth  is  mentioned  again  in  Gratz ’s  book  where  he  speaks  of  an  Anabap¬ 
tist  settlement  in  France  in  the  northern  part  of  a  pond-forest  region  called 
the  forest  of  Normanvi liars: 

By  the  end  of  the  1830 ’ s  the  Normanvillars  settlement  had  been  nearly 
emptied  of  its  Anabaptist  population.  . .  [However^  the  Amish  families 
of  Rich,  Klopfenstein,  Kaufmann,  Graber, . . .  and  Roth  remained. ^ 

From  the  material  given  in  the  preceding  paragraphs  we  can  draw  some  conclusions 
which  it  is  hoped  will  clarify  somewhat  the  uncertainty  seeming  to  abound  re¬ 
garding  our  exact  lineal  descent.  First „  it  appears  that  before  the  time  of 
Nicolaus  and  Veronica  (Zimerman)  Roth  there  were  people  by  the  name  of  Roth  who 
belonged  to  the  Swiss  Brethren  group.  Likely  they  were  of  Swiss  origin. 

Second .  due  to  persecution,  these  ancestors  moved  from  Switzerland  to  Alsace, 
which  was  owned  by  France  at  that  time.  Third,  again  our  forefathers  moved, 
this  time  to  the  Montbeliard  region,  seeking  religious  protection  from  the  French 
government,  and  it  is  here  that  Nicolaus  Roth  likely  was  born. 
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Fourth,  at  the  same  time  that  some  Swiss  Brethren  moved  to  Montbeliard,  others 
settled  in  Lorraine,  It  is  doubtful  that  we  should  lay^claim  to  having  had  an¬ 
cestors  living  in  this  territory  if  we  accept  the  Montbeliard  church  record  as 
proof  of  the  residency  of  our  forefathers.  Fifth,  because  the  Alsace-Lorraine 
territory  was  not  owned  by  Germany  until  1871,  thirty-four  years  after  the  time 
our  ancestors  left  Europe,  we  likely  should  not  say  we  are  of  Swiss-German  des¬ 
cent.  Sixth,  the  confusing  element  to  many  descendents,  no  doubt,  has  been  the 
tendency  of  a  carry-over  from  the  German  language  rather  than  the  French.  This 
can  be  easily  seen  because  the  Swiss  language,  having  some  similarities  to  the 
German,  was  probably  the  mother  tongue  of  our  ancestors.  Although  they  also 
likely  mastered  the  French  language,  while  living  under  French  rule,  it  would 
only  have  been  natural  for  them,  when  moving  to  America,  to  have  propogated 
their  Swiss  language  which  by  then  may  have  shown  the  influence  of  German-speak 
ing  people  with  whom  they  had  become  acquainted.

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B.  RELIGIOUS  SURVEY  OF  AMISIF  MENNONITE  BACKGROUND 


In  the  preceding  section,  very  little  mention  was  made  of  the  religious  life  of 
Nicolaus  Roth  and  his  descendents.  Because  the  religious  life  of  our  forefath¬ 
ers  played  an  important  part  in  their  environment,  a  segment  of  this  history 
will  be  devoted  to  a  presentation,  mostly  from  works  of  other  authors,  of  the 
Amish  FI enno nit e  background  from  which  we  are  descended.  We  do  not  have  records, 
other  than  the  Montbeliard  church  record,  to  document  our  belief  that  Nicolaus 
Roth  was  of  the  Amish  faith  in  Europe.  However,  we  are  quite  certain  that  his 
widow,  Veronica  (Zimerman)  Roth,  was  Amish.  It  would  hold  to  reason  that  if 
she  belonged  to  this  religious  group,  he  no  doubt  did  too,  as  intermarriage  be¬ 
tween  members  of  different  religious  faiths  was  almost  unheard  of  in  their  time. 

One  of  the  main  reasons  why  it  seemed  necessary  to  present  the  material  which 
is  to  follow  is  because  of  the  certainty  that  there  must  be  many  individuals, 
whose  names  appear  in  this  genealogical  record,  having  very  likely  a  limited 
amount  of  knowledge  on  the  subject  of  the  religious  background  of  their  ances¬ 
tors.  There  may  be  exceptions  to  this  theory  in  the  case  of  some  of  the  older 
members  of  the  various  families  who  are  still  living.  A  desire  to  know  why 
sometimes  we  have  been  referred  to  as  being  Amish-Mennonites  and  to  understand 
more  fully  why  some  of  our  forbears  found  their  ways  into  other  denominations 
have  had  their  impact  in  producing  a  short  study  on  this  subject.  Perhaps  some 
descendents  will  be  reading  this  material  and  learn  for  the  first  time  that  they 
are  of  Amish-Mennonite  descent.  It  was  with  these  factors  in  mind  that  the  at¬ 
tempt  was  made  to  piece  together  some  of  the  factors  current  in  the  religious 
background  of  Nicolaus  and  Veronica  Roth  and  family. 

There  have  been  four  great  waves  of  Mennonite  immigration  to  America. 1 
The  second  great  wave  of  immigration,  1815-61,  began  after  the  time 
of  Napoleon  and  continued  until  the  outbreak  of  the  United  States 
Civil  War.  In  these  years  about  three  thousand  souls,  chiefly  Alsa¬ 
tian  Amish,  but  including  some  Swiss  and  South-German  Mennonites,  came 
to  America.  These  immigrants  settled  in  western  Pennsylvania,  Ohio, 

Indiana,  Illinois,  and  Iowa.  They  made  the  voyage  to  America  to  es¬ 
cape  both  the  militarism  of  Europe  and  the  difficult  economic  situa¬ 
tion  which  followed  the  Napoleonic  Wars...  Both  the  Mennonites  and 
the  Amish  came  to  America  to  realize  religious  freedom  and  to  improve 
their  economic  opportunities . 2 


The  Amish,  the  first  definite  division  of  the  denomination  which  has 
any  bearing  on  Mennonite  History  in  America  originated  in  1693  in 
Switzerland.  Jacob  Amman,  minister  in  the  Swiss  Mennonite  Church, 
thought  the  church  was  too  liberal,  especially  on  the  matter  of 
'shunning.'  He  became  so  insistent  on  the  necessity  of  this  idea 
that  the  Swiss  churches  were  divided  into  two  parties,  each  of  which 
refused  to  associate  with  the  other.  Amman's  party  was  the  more 
conservative,  insisting  upon  a  strict  observance  of  the  customs  and 
worship  of  the  past  without  change.  [it  likely  should  be  noted  here 
that  the  followers  of  Jacob  Amman  were  called  Amish.  The  other  group 
eventually  adopted  the  name  of  Mennonite.] 


The  first  Amish  emigrants  arrived  in  America  about  1735. 
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according  to  another  historian]]  A  few  may  have  come  sooner,  but  the 
bulk  came  between  that  date  and  the  middle  of  the  century. . .  The 
first  Amish  came  to  Illinois  in  1829,  settling  in  the  territory  be¬ 
tween  Peoria  and  Bloomington.  But  these  came  from  Europe  via  Butler 
County,  Ohio,  not  from  Pennsylvania. . .  As  the  number  of  members  in¬ 
creased,  they  spread  over  central  Illinois,  At  first  they  maintained 
the  ’good  old  ways  of  the  fathers,’  wore  hooks  and  eyes,  and  held 
aloof  from  all  new  things.  But  several  degrees  of  change,  which  have 
produced  several  branches,  have  taken  place. ^ 

Harry  Weber  mentions  that  the  first  Amish  arriving  in  Illinois,  between  1832- 
1850,  located  in  the  central  part  of  the  state  including  the  counties  of  McLean, 
Woodford,  Tazewell  and  Livingston.  Since  six  out  of  the  seven  children  of 
Nicolaus  Roth  settled  in  this  area  in  Illinois,  and  the  widow  of  Nicolaus  also 
settled  there,  it  seemed  appropriate  to  devote  the  balance  of  this  section  to  a 
study  of  our  Amish-Mennonite  ancestors  in  Illinois,  The  Canadian  descendents 
have  a  bit  different  religious  background  which  will  be  presented  at  some  length 
in  the  section,  ’’General  History  of  Barbara  (Roth)  Zehr  Family," 

According  to  a  list  of  names  given  by  Weber,  three  of  the  sons  of  Nicolaus  and 
Veronica  Roth  had  already  settled  by  1848  in  the  Dillon  Creek  area  in  central 
Illinois.  Daniel,  Nicholas,  and  Andrew  Roth  evidently  had  staked  claims  to 
land,  along  with  many  other  settlers  of  that  time.  More  information,  some  of 
it  necessarily  quite  meager,  will  be  given  regarding  these  Roth  brothers  and 
other  members  of  their  families  in  later  chapters  in  the  book.  According  to 
Peter  Roth’s  obituary,  he  appeared  in  Tazewell  County  in  1856.  The  two  daugh¬ 
ters  of  Nicolaus  Roth  settling  in  Illinois  arrived  between  the  following  dates: 
Anna  (Roth)  Gerber,  1849-1852  and  Veronica  (Roth)  Staker,  1851-1861,  Addition¬ 
al  information  will  also  be  given  regarding  these  women  and  their  families  in 
chapters  devoted  to  their  individual  histories. 

For  several  years  after  the  first  pioneers  arrived,  the  various  settle¬ 
ments  in  Woodford  and  Tazewell  counties  formed  but  one  congregation, 
and  all-day  services  were  held  on  alternate  Sundays  in  private  nouses 
in  each  locality  in  turn.  A  lunch  was  served  at  the  noon  hour.  It 
was  not  an  uncommon  thing  for  members  to  drive  fifteen  or  twenty  miles 
to  attend  church9  As  the  colony  grew,  separate  congregations  were  or¬ 
ganized  in  the  several  centers  of  the  settlement. ^ 

The  Amish  Mennonites  are  the  more  progressive  Amish  who  developed  sim¬ 
ilarly  to  the  main  body  of  (old)  Mennonites.  For  that  reason  the  word 
’Mennonite’  has  been  appended  as  part  of  the  name  of  their  division, 
although  strictly  speaking  all  'Amish’  are  'Amish  Mennonites.'  There 
were  many  Amish  who,  although  not  maintaining  the  status  quo  of  the 
'Old  Order,'  nevertheless  did  not  follow  the  Defenseless  or  Central 
Conference  branches.  fjhese  groups  will  be  discussed  later  in  the 
book!]  Their  departure*]  which  was  not  so  great,  was  less  apparent  be¬ 
cause  it  was  so  gradual.  No  date  can  be  set  for  the  beginning  of  the 
Amish  Mennonite  branch,  unless  one  wishes  to  use  the  date  of  confer¬ 
ence  formation.  However,  they  had  begun  to  feel  a  group-conscious¬ 
ness  many  years  before  a  conference  was  formed.  Ever  since  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Amish  conference  (first  started  in  1862)  had  been  abandoned  in 
1878  there  had  lingered  a  desire  for  some  form  of  unity  among  some 


of  the  Amisho  Those  who  came  to  be  designated  as  Amish-Mennonites, 
ultimately  formed  three  Amish  Mennonite  conferences,  the  Eastern, 

Indiana,  and  Western.,  A  group  of  ministers  met  in  Illinois  in  1882. 
Again  the  next  year  they  met  in  Missouri,  and  the  following  year  in 
Iowa.  It  was  there,  in  1884,  that  they  decided  to  make  their  min¬ 
isters’  meetings  an  annual  affair.  These  meetings  developed  into 
the  Western  District  Amish  Mennonite  Conference,  comprising  ten 
Amish  Mennonite  Churches  of  Illinois  and  twice  as  many  more  west  of 
the  Mississippi  River.  It  held  its  first  official  meeting  in  the 
Sycamore  Grove  Church,  in  Cass  County,  Missouri,  in  May,  1890.  The 
conference  was  kept  intact  until  1920,  when  it  was  dissolved  and 
its  congregations  became  parts  of  the  Mennonite  district  conferences 
in  the  same  geographical  areas. ^ 

In  connection  with  the  General  Amish  conference,  mentioned  above,  we  notes 

These  meetings  were  held  annually  for  17  years  in  various  states. 

In  1866  the  conference  was  held  at  the  home  of  John  Strubhar  near 
Danvers,  Illinois.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  following 
ministers  of  Illinois  were  present...  from  Tazewell  County,... 

Nicholas  Roth,  Peter  Roth,...  Daniel  Roth.^ 

We  are  certain  that  the  Nicholas  and  Daniel  Roth  named  here  are  the  sons  of 
Nicolaus  and  Veronica  Roth  but  have  no  proof  that  the  Peter  Roth  mentioned  is 
their  son  too.  No  report  has  been  received  that  he  was  ever  a  minister,  al¬ 
though  it  could  have  been  possible. 

The  first  sessions  of  conference  were  marked  for  their  extreme  cau¬ 
tion.  On  account  of  differences  of  opinion  on  vital  questions, 
general  regulations  were  not  undertaken.  They  came  together,  not 
to  give  voice  or  direction  to  church  doctrine  and  work,  but,  as 
brethren  endeavoring  to  promote  a  spirit  of  unity  and  good  will, 
and  seeking  common  ground  upon  which  to  unite.  These  ministers’ 
meetings  continued  to  be  held  annually  until  1890  when  the  Amish- 
Mennonite  congregations  of  Illinois  and  those  farther  West  organ¬ 
ized  more  definitely  into  the  Western  District  Amish-Mennonite  Con¬ 
ference  .  7 

In  1872  the  Illinois  Mennonite  Conference  was  organized,  according  to  one  his 
torian.  This  indicates  that  the  Illinois  Mennonite  Conference  had  been  in  ex 
istence  officially  for  a  period  of  eighteen  years  before  the  final  merger  oc¬ 
curred. 

Additional  information  should  be  of  interest  here  in  connection  with  the  fact 
that  other  religious  groups  were  being  formed  and  attracting  some  of  the 
Nicolaus  Roth  descendents  at  the  same  time  that  the  Amish-Mennonite  interest 
was  growing  high. 

These  congregations,  who  formed  the  balance  of  the  Bloomington-Peoria 
Amish  settlement  after  the  New  Amish,  the  Defenseless  Mennonites,  and 
the  Central  Conference  of  Mennonites  had  taken  their  portions,  had 
not  remained  strictly  Amish.  They  had  begun  to  discard  ’Old  Order' 
customs  and  practices  though  they  could  by  no  means  be  called  liberal. 
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Since  they  began  to  resemble  the  Mennonites  the  name  Amish  Mennonites 
was  eventually  applied  to  them.^ 

Further  information  is  given  regarding  the  divisions  among  the  early  Amish 
settlers;

The  Amish  of  America  have  also  suffered  several  schisms.  As  has  al¬ 
ready  been. mentioned,  the  more  progressive  Amish  Mennonites  (now 
merged  with  the  Mennonites)  separated  from  the  stricter  Old  Order 
Amish  about  1850.  In  the  years  1864-66,  a  man  who  emphasized  strict 
discipline  and  progressive  methods  of  work,  Bishop  Henry  Egli  of 
Adams  County,  Indiana,  led  a  schism  now  known  as  the  Defenseless 
Mennonite  Church  jnow  officially  named  Evangelical  Mennonite  Church] 
whose  present  membership  is  about  1,700«  The  Mission  Church,  [same 
as  Missionary  Church  Association]  under  the  leadership  of  Joseph 
E.  Ramseyer,  seceded  from  the  Defenseless  Mennonites  in  1896-1898. 

Another  Amish  Mennonite  schismatic  was  Joseph  Stuckey  of  Illinois, 
a  progressive  leader  who  seceded  in  1872;  his  followers  now  being 
known  as  Central  Conference  Mennonites  and  numbering  3,300.  The 
Central  Conference  and  the  General  Conference  Mennonites  merged,  in 
1946...  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  American  Mennonites  are  finally 
rid  of  the  tendency. . .  which  led  them  to  divide  over  the  exact  place 
to  draw  the  line  in  church  discipline,  the  introduction  of  new  meth¬ 
ods  of  church  work,  and  the  like.  The  Mennonites  of  Switzerland 
seem  to  have  had  sufficient  earnestness  in  the  Christian  life, 
enough  love  for  the  brethren,  and  ample  tolerance  for  the  differing 
judgments  of  others  to  have  lived  together  for  four  centuries  with 
but  one  division.  May  the  Mennonites  of  America  become  their  wor¬ 
thy  sons  and  daughters 

The  religious  groups  mentioned  above,  such  as  the  Defenseless  Mennonites,  the 
Missionary  Church  and  the  Central  Conference  Mennonites  made  inroads  into  the 
families  of  the  children  of  Nicolaus  and  Veronica  Roth  as  follows:  Nicholas 
Roth  became  a  minister  in  the  Defenseless  Mennonite  Church;  Veronica  (Roth) 
Staker  joined  the  same  denomination;  Anna  (Roth)  Gerber  joined  the  Missionary 
Church.  Other  major  Protestant  groups  which  sooner  or  later  received  descend 
ents  of  Nicolaus  and  Veronica,  representing  families  of  several  of  their  chil¬ 
dren,  were  the  Methodists  and  Presbyterians,  as  well  as  numerous  other  ones 
which  the  reader  can  note  when  studying  the  tabulated  material  given  at  the 
close  of  each  family  section  in  the  book. 

To  conclude  a  study  of  the  "Religious  Survey  of  Amish-Mennonite  Background" 
without  mentioning  still  another  religious  group  would  be  incomplete.  The 
Apostolic  Christian  Church,  somewhat  related  to  the  Amish-Mennonites ,  had  its 
effect  in  gaining  some  members  to  its  ranks  from  our  descendents.  Andrew  Roth, 
son  of  Nicolaus  and  Veronica  Roth,  joined  this  group  at  one  time.  Also,  a 
daughter  of  Nicholas  Roth,  Barbara  (Roth)  Smith,  joined  this  church.  Therefore 
descendents  from  both  of  these  families  are  numbered  today  among  the  members  of 
this  group. 

The  Apostolic  Christian  Church,  sometimes  referred  to  as  "New  Amish",  had  its 
origin  in  Switzerland  when  Samuel  H.  Froehlich  left  the  state  (Reformed)  church 
and  in  time  started  a  new  denomination,  "half  of  which  were  former  Brethren 
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Tforerunners  of  Amish-MennonitesJ  and  half,  Reformed...  The  Froehlich  group  was 
extremely  exclusive,  refusing  spiritual  fellowship  with  all  other  Christian 
bodies,  not  allowing  their  members  to  hear  sermons  by  any  but  their  own  minis¬ 
ters.^  There  has  been  a  slight  trend  in  recent  years  to  be  a  bit  more  liberal, 
in  some  areas  of  this  church,  in  respect  to  the  matter  of  not  allowing  members 
to  hear  sermons  given  by  ministers  in  other  denominations,  especially  in  con¬ 
nection  with  funeral  sermons.  This  is  in  contrast  to  the  earlier  days  of  this 
religion  in  the  central  Illinois  area,  for  example,  when  Andrew,  oldest  son  of 
Nicolaus  and  Veronica  Roth,  was  reported  to  have  remained  in  the  house-yard  at 
the  funeral  of  his  mother,  Veronica,  who  had  remained  a  member  of  the  Amish- 
Mennonite  Church.  More  information  regarding  this  group  will  be  given  in  a 
later  chapter. 

By  now,  it  would  appear,  by  way  of  summary,  that  many  of  the  descendents  of 
Nicolaus  and  Veronica  Roth  today  should  still  maintain  membership  and  interest 
in  some  religious  group,  with  the  strong  religious  background  of  the  Amish- 
Mennonites  as  their  heritage.  Some  readers  may  be  interested  in  trying  to  in¬ 
terpret  the  church  membership  or  affiliation  tabulations  of  the  seven  various 
families.  However,  the  reader  should  keep  in  mind  that  the  tabulation  does  not 
represent  a  complete  report  on  each  family.  It  was  possible  to  secure  only 
partial  information  in  some  cases,  while  in  others  there  was  no  response  given 
at  all.  The  tabulated  material  will  need  to  serve  as  a  bird’s-eye-view  of  the 
various  denominations  represented  in  each  family  and  approximate  numbers  of 
members  or  affiliates  in  each  group. 

Mention  should  be  made  here  that  it  has  not  been  the  intent  to  give  a  complete 
picture  of  the  various  doctrines  embodied  by  each  of  the  religious  groups  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  preceding  paragraphs,  as  this  would  be  a  separate  study  in  it¬ 
self.  However,  any  interested  readers  are  urged  to  peruse  J.  C.  Wenger’s, 
Glimpses  of  Mennonite  History  and  Doctrine  for  a  more  complete  picture  of  the 
various  doctrinal  issues  involved  especially  at  the  beginning  of  our  Amish- 
Mennonite  heritage.  In  the  Centennial  History  of  the  Mennonites  of  Illinois, 
by  Harry  F.  Weber,  the  reader  may  gain  information  in  more  detail  concerning 
the  Amish-Mennonites  and  the  various  religious  groups  which  separated  from  this 
group,  particularly  in  the  central  Illinois  region.

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C .  HISTORICAL  SURVEY  OF  AMISH -MENNONITE  SETTLERS  IN  ILLINOIS 


An  attempt  will  be  given  in  this  section  to  present  a  picture  of  the  conditions 
which  existed  in  Illinois,  especially  in  the  central  area,  previous  to  and  after 
the  settlement  of  our  forbears  in  this  territory.  Since  six  of  the  seven  chil¬ 
dren  of  Nicolaus  and  Veronica  Roth  settled  in  this  area  eventually,  it  seemed 
fitting  to  include  detailed  information  available  regarding  this  particular 
area.  Material  regarding  the  area  in  which  Barbara  (Roth)  Zehr  settled  in  Canada 
will  be  given  in  greater  detail  in  the  chapter  devoted  to  her  family. 

The  general  surface  of  the  state  [Illinois]  is  smooth,  being  broken 
occasionally  by  a  small  wooded  area  or  bluff  along  the  rivers.  More 
forests  are  found  in  the  extreme  northern  and  southern  parts0  The 
rich  soil  is  evenly  distributed  over  almost  every  part  of  the  state, 
the  richest  being  in  Peoria  County.  The  early  settlers  shunned  the 
Illinois  prairies  because  of  the  lack  of  shade  and  water  and  because 
of  the  pestiferous  flies.  However,  they  were  rejecting  the  best  body 
of  farm  lands  to  be  found  in  the  United  States.  The  original  prai¬ 
ries  were  very  beautiful.  Being  uniformly  fertile,  they  produced  an 
abundance  of  grass  and  wild-flowers. 4 

Illinois  is  not  lacking  in  mineral  wealth. . .  [However)  Mennonites 
flikely  refers  to  Amish-Mennonites  in  this  section]  were  not  affect¬ 
ed  by  the  mineral  wealth,  because  they  came  to  Illinois  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  engaging  in  general  farming. ^  Within  this  state,  the 
great  cereals,  corn  and  wheat,  find  a  congenial  home  and  high  cul 
ture. ..  It  was  this  fact  which  attracted  Mennonites  to  the  state  of 
Illinois , 3 


Many  of  the  early  immigrants  into  Illinois  were  young  men.  They 
were  often  the  oldest  sons,  who  came  to  test  the  country  or  to  earn 
enough  money  to  send  for  the  remainder  of  the  family.  Frequently 
they  would  first  land  in  Pennsylvania,  remain  a  few  years,  and  then 
proceed  westward  to  Illinois,  or  perhaps  spend  some  time  in  Butler 
County,  Ohio,  before  coming.  Many  of  the  later  arrivals  came  by 
way  of  Butler  County.  The  earliest  route  of  travel  was  by  way  of 
Pennsylvania,  the  Ohio  river,  the  Mississippi  and  then  up  the 
Illinois.  But  those  who  came  after  1840  avoided  the  overland  route 
through  Pennsylvania  by  coming  direct  to  New  Orleans  and  thence  up 
the  Mississippi. 4 


Being  a  pioneer  settlement,  Butler  county  became  a  convenient  stop¬ 
ping  place  for  a  time  for  such...  Amish...  immigrants  as  were  head¬ 
ed  for  cheaper  lands  farther  west,  especially  central  Illinois. ^ 

During  1831-32  occurred  the  Black  Hawk  War,  which  was  a  blot  on 
United  States  military  history  because  of  the  ruthless  manner  in 
which  the  whites  slaughtered  the  Indians.  The  war  started  with 
raids  upon  the  outlying  settlements  by  the  Indians  under  the  lead¬ 
ership  of  Black  Hawk.  The  few  Mennonite  settlers  in  Illinois  at 
this  time  were  however  not  involved  in  the  war,  since  conscription 
was  not  in  force,  and  the  theatre  of  war  was  in  a  different  area... 
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It  will  be  seen  that  the  Mennonites  coming  to  the  state  of  Illinois 
were  not,  in  the  fullest  sense  of  the  word,  pioneers.  Only  a  few 
Mennonites  were  in  the  state  at  this  time.  The  movement  to  Illinois 
did  not  start  until  after  this  war  when  there  was  no  longer  any  dan¬ 
ger  from  the  Indians. . .  It  was  during  this  period  that  the  Mormons 
came  to  Illinois  from  Missouri  (1843).  Their  arrival  created  much 
excitement...  This  is  in  marked  contrast  to  the  Mennonites,  whose 
entrance  into  the  state  was  scarcely  noticed.  The  historian  finds 
practically  no  reference  to  the  latter  in  the  official  records  or 
newspaper  files.  They  did  not  come  as  a  religious  body.  It  was 
only  after  several  families  more  or  less  accidentally  located  in  the 
same  community  that  they  joined  in  establishing  a  congregation. 


The  Mennonites  in  no  way  helped  to  shape  the  political  events  of 
Illinois,  for  they  were  not  in  the  state  before  1829,  and  since 
their  arrival  they  have  played  no  part  in  civic  affairs.  [There 
has  been  a  trend  away  from  this  in  recent  years  and  active  partici¬ 
pation  in  civic  work  by  some  of  the  Nicolaus  Roth  descendentsl] 

They  were  to  considerable  extent  pioneers  in  settling  in  central 
and  northern  Illinois,  though  tfyeir  numbers  were  too  small  to  have 
noticeable  effect  upon  the  development  of  the  state. ^ 


The  Mennonites  did  not  come  to  Illinois  in  large  groups.  Their  com¬ 
ing,  which  was  unsystematic,  was  not  a  colonization  movement.  They' 
did  not  come  to  establish  the  Mennonite  faith  on  Illinois  soil.  In¬ 
stead  their  object  was  very  practical,  that  is,  to  gain  a  livelihood 
from  that  soil.  First  a  few  happened  to  come.  When  these  reported 
favorably,  a  few  more  decided  to  try  out  the  land.  As  the  settlers 
preferred  the  creeks  and  the  timberlands  to  the  prairies,  the  first 

settlements  were  made  on  the  banks  of  the  Illinois  River  in  the  re=

gion  of  present-day  Peoria. 


Veronica  (Zimerman)  Roth,  after  coming  from  Butler  County,  Ohio,  settled  and 
lived  in  the  Morton,  Illinois,  area  until  her  death.  This  city  is  located  about 
ten  miles  from  Peoria.  Some  of  her  children  settled  near  Morton  at  firsi. ,  al¬ 
though  some  resided  nearer  to  Groveland,  Pekin,  Washington,  and  Fairbury,  Ill¬ 
inois,  after  they  were  married.  The  February  22,  1950,  issue  of  Th®  Mort on  News, 
(now  Tazewell  County  News)  included  some  material,  which  it  seemed  in  place  to 
give,  under  the  heading,  "History  of  Morton. "  The  first  article  appealed  with 
a  prefatory  statement  by  the  editor  as  follows: 


With  the  thought  in  mind  that  the  history  of  Morton  is  of  interest 
to  the  Newcomers  as  well  as  to  the  natives,  The  Mort on_ News  begins 
in  this  issue  the  history  of  our  city...  Our  facts  are  taken  from  an 
account  written  by  Rev.  George  Scott  in  1905  and  from  a  record  writ¬ 
ten  in  1940  ["Brief  History  of  Morton"  prepared  by  the  editor  of  the 
Official  Directory  of  the  Village  of  Morton,  Illinois]  and  is  as 
exact  as  is  possible  in  an  account  taken  from  records. 

The  following  is  taken  from  the  first  installment  of  the  "History  of  Morton  . 

In  1826  a  man  named  Doward  built  a  log  cabin  in  this  vicinity.  He 
was  the  first  white  man  known  to  break  ground  in  the  pia.-i.rie  of 
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Central  Illinois.  For  about  two  years  he  lived  there  alone  and  then 
moved  on  west  due  to  the  fact  that  his  neighbors  were  getting  too 
numerous  to  suit  him. . .  A  stead  migration  of  land  and  home  seekers 
crossed  this  part  of  the  country  from  1830  to  1935. 

In  the  third  installment  of  the  "History  of  Morton,"  some  details  about  the  liv¬ 
ing  conditions  of  the  early  settlers  are  given. 

The  early  settler  indulging  in  reminiscence  tells  us  that  those  were 
glad,  free  days,  without  constraint  of  convention.  The  very  atmos¬ 
phere  invited  a  generous  and  jubilant  disposition*,  While  these  peo¬ 
ple  endured  privations  and  had  to  put  up  with  conditions  which  today 
would  be  regarded  as  extremely  unfortunate,  they  were  richly  compen¬ 
sated  by  amenities  which  wealth  cannot  procure. 

Instead  of  reaching  for  the  light  switch  as  dusk  came  on,  they  reached 
for  the  candle  stick,  or  some  of  the  less  fortunate,  for  the  tallow 
dip.  The  candlestick  was  almost  a  luxury  thenQ  The  tallow  dip  was  a 
method  for  procuring  light  [when]  candles  could  not  be  had.  A  teacup 
was  filled  half  full  of  dirt  and  into  this  was  stuck  a  small  piece  of 
tallow.  Into  this  tallow  a  small  stick  wrapped  with  a  piece  of  cloth 
was  thrust  to  serve  for  a  wick... 

There  were  no  game  laws  during  those  early  days  either,  nor  any  meat 
bills.  When  the  supply  of  meat  was  low  the  pioneer  went  out  with 
his  rifle  and  powder  horn  and  brought  home  wild  geese,  prairie  chick¬ 
ens  or  ducks. 

In  the  "History  of  Morton,"  fourth  installment,  "The  Underground  R.R. ,"  the  fol¬ 
lowing  information  is  given: 

The  underground  railroad  which  began  late  in  1830  and  ceased  early  in 
1850  was  operating  in  the  Morton  vicinity.  This  Railroad  originated 
in  some  of  those  causes  which  culminated  in  the  Civil  War. . .  The 
Roberts  settlement,  one  and  one-half  miles  northwest  of  town  was  one 
of  the  main  stations. 

In  connection  with  the  reference  to  the  Roberts  settlement,  it  might  be  of  in¬ 
terest  to  mention  that  Veronica  (Zimerman)  Roth  was  buried  in  the  Roberts  Ceme¬ 
tery,  which  is  located  about  one  mile  straight  west  of  Morton.  A  picture  of  her 
tombstone,  with  German  inscription  on  it,  is  shown  on  one  of  the  illustrated 
pages  in  this  section. 

On  the  same  page  as  Veronica’s  tombstone,  there  is  shown  a  picture  of  her  home¬ 
stead.  When  first  arriving  in  the  Morton  area,  she  lived  several  miles  north  of 
Morton,  likely  in  this  Roberts  settlement.  However,  sometime  later  she  moved  tc 
this  home,  several  miles  west  of  Morton,  which  is  still  owned  and  occupied  by 
some  of  her  descendents,  as  mentioned  under  the  picture. 

In  an  issue  of  The  Morton  News  under  the  heading,  "About  Morton  Businesses,"  an 
article  is  given  about  the  Morton  Pottery  labeled  as  "7th  in  a  Series."  Para¬ 
graphs  from  this  article  which  are  relevant  to  the  subject  of  a  "Historical  Sur 
vey  of  Amish  Mennonite  Settlers  in  Illinois"  will  be  presented  below. 
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The  Morton  Pottery  Company,  the  second  largest  pottery  manufacturing 
novelties  in  the  United  States  today,  is  operated  by  the  second  gen¬ 
eration  of  the  Rapp  family  whose  forefathers  originally  came  from 
Nuremberg,  Germany,  skilled  in  the  making  of  crude  drainage  tile. 

Some  eighty  years  ago  a  thrifty  religious  sect  known  as  the  Amish  peo¬ 
ple  immigrated  to  the  prairie  lands  of  Illinois  in  search  of  religious 
tolerance  as  well  as  the  most  fertile  tillable  lands  which  they  found 
in  this  immediate  section  of  the  country.  Not  long  after  they  were 
established  here,  however,  they  realized  their  land  should  be  tiled. 

The  members  of  this  sect  learned  of  a  family  by  the  name  of  Rapp, 
stone  masons  by  trade,  who  were  planning  to  come  to  this  country  from 
Germany  and  persuaded  the  eldest  brother  to  come  to  this  area. 

So  it  was  that  in  1874  Andrew  Rapp  located  in  Forrest,;  Illinois  where 
he  followed  his  trade  of  building  chimneys,  cistern  walls,  etc.  Then 
feeling  the  needs  and  wants  of  the  farmers  around  here  for  drainage 
tile,  he  came  to  Morton. 

Andrew  Rapp  was  familiar  with  the  clay  most  suitable  for  drainage  tile 
and  upon  making  a  careful  research,  found  an  abundant  deposit  within 
the  village  limits  where  he  established  a  plant  for  the  manufacture  of 
these  tile  ,in  a  very  small  way,  using  horsepower  and  manpower  for  man¬ 
aging  the  crude  machinery  which  he  made  himself.  Soon  his  two  broth-  ,, 
ers,  Barthol  and  Christian  followed  and  in  1875  his  other  three  broth¬ 
ers,  John,  Samuel  and  Matthew  joined  them.  , 

After  the  demand  for  tile  was  somewhat  appeased,  the  farmers *,  wives 
began  to  clamor  for  milk  crocks,  and  then  tea  pots,  and  mixing  bowls 
and  then  they  wanted  them  in  colors.  And  soon  each  demand  constitute 
ing  an  improvement  until  the  present  concern  turns  out  the  most  won¬ 
derful  pottery  that  is  manufactured  in  this  country  today.  Drainage 
tile  are  no  longer  made  at  this  particular  plant  and  the  entire  oper¬ 
ations  are  consumed  in  the  manufacture  of  this  complete  line  of  col¬ 
ored  kitchen  pottery,  vases,  art  ware  and  modern  electric  table  lamps. 

In  fact,  a  great  demand  for  this  ware  has  been  established  in  all 
parts  of  the  country  and  in  a  number  of  sections  they  term  certain 
sets  ’’Amish  Ware”  while  others  call  it  ’’Pilgrim  Ware. "  The  colors 
are  very  distinctive  and  beautiful--soft  blue,  dull  nile  green  and 
warm  yellow. 

It  might  be  of  interest  to  mention  here  that  one  of  the  descendents  of  Andrew 
Rapp,  who  is  employed  at  the  Morton  Pottery,  and  recently  was  made  a  minister, 
in  the  Apostolic  Christian  Church,  married  a  descendent  of  Nicolaus  and  Veronica 
Roth,  namely,  a  great-granddaughter  of  Veronica  (Roth)  Staker. 

By  way  of  summary,  it  appears  that  our  forbears  chose  wisely  the  soil  on  which 
they  wished  to  rear  their  families,  as  many  of  their  descendents  today  continue 
to  farm  either  the  original  land  selected  by  their  forefathers,  land  adjacent  to 
it,  or  very  likely  somewhere  near  the  original  area  where  first  claims  were 
staked.  It  is  recognized,  however,  that  not  all  of  the  descendents  are  farmers, 
but  a  study  of  the  tabulated  material  given  at  the  close  of  each  family  section 
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would  indicate  that  at  least  in  some  of  the  families  of  the  original  seven  chil¬ 
dren  there  is  still  quite  a  high  percentage  who  list  their  occupations  as  farm¬ 
ing. 

Another  interesting  study  would  be  that  of  tabulating  the  number  of  descendents 
who  did  not  move  away  from  Illinois  or  Canada,  but  continued  living  somewhere 
in  the  general  area  of  their  birth.  In  some  of  the  families  no  doubt  one  would 
find  that  for  many  generations  no  descendents  moved  away  from  their  original 
home  environments  while  in  others  there  was  more  of  a  trend  to  take  up  living 
in  some  other  area  in  the  country.

GENERAL  HISTORY  OF  ANDREW  ROTH  FAMILY 


It  has  been  very  difficult  to  gather  facts  regarding  the  life  of  Andrew  Roth, 
oldest  child  of  Nicolaus  and  Veronica  (Zimerman)  Roth,  His  living  descendents 
today  are  unable  to  tell  much  about  him.  Therefore  the  material  presented  will 
of  necessity  be  quite  brief  and  sketchy,  in  contrast  to  some  of  the  information 
located  concerning  the  brothers  and  sisters  of  Andrew  Roth. 

According  to  Andrew  Roth's  descendents,  he  was  born  sometime  in  1811  in  Alsace- 
Lorraine.  We  have  been  unable  to  locate  the  exact  month  and  day  of  his  birth. 

By  way  of  contrast,  the  complete  birthdates  of  almost  all  of  the  other  six  chil- 
dren  in  the  Nicolaus  Roth  family  have  been  preserved  and  are  included  in  this 
book. 

Since  Andrew  was  the  oldest  child,  no  doubt  a  great  portion  of  the  responsibili- 
ty  of  the  voyage  from  Europe  to  America  fell  to  his  lot.  Also,  the  fact  that 
his  next  youngest  brother,  Nicholas,  had  gone  to  America  several  years  earlier, 
likely  meant  that  Andrew,  at  the  age  of  about  twenty-six  years,  had  to  shouxder 
additional  responsibilities  that  normally  could  have  been  assumed  by  Nicholas  in 
connection  with  the  voyage.  Since  Barbara,  Andrew's  oldest  sister,  stayed  on  in 
Europe  for  several  months,  this  meant  that  Andrew’s  two  youngest  brothers  and 
youngest  sister,  .accompanied  him  and  his  mother  to  America. 

Andrew  accompanied  his  mother  and  her  family  to  Butler  County,  Ohio,  where  it  is 
believed  they  settled  for  a  number  of  years  before  coming  to  Illinois.  Sometime 
after  their  arrival  in  Ohio,  before  the  year  1843,  Andrew  Roth  married  Anna 
Zimmerman.  No  record  was  found  of  the  date  or  place  of  their  marriage.  However, 
a  safe  assumption  would  be  that  they  were  married  in  Ohio,  since  Andrew  was  re¬ 
siding  there  temporarily  and  because  record  of  the  birth  of  a  son,  Nicolaus,  in 
Ohio  on  May  20,  1843,  would  indicate  that  likely  their  first  home  was  in  Ohio. 

Just  when  the  Andrew  Roth  family  moved  to  Illinois  is  not  known.  However,  their 
second  child,  Anna,  was  born  on  September  29,  1844,  at  Washington,  Illinois. 
Therefore  it  is  quite  likely  that  the  trip  from  Ohio  to  Illinois  was  made  some¬ 
time  previous  to  that  date.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  remaining  six 
children  born  to  Andrew  Roth  were  born  at  Washington,  Illinois.  The  record  of 
the  children's  births  from  1844  to  1859  would  indicate  a  period  of  at  least 
fifteen  years  that  the  Andrew  Roth  family  resided  near  Washington,  Illinois, 
along  an  area  called  the  Washington  Road. 

Andrew  Roth  was  a  farmer.  Whether  he  became  dissatisfied  with  farming  conditions 
in  the  Washington  area  when  he  decided  to  move  near  Fairbury,  Illinois,  is  not 
known.  However,  this  is  a  possibility.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  Andrew  Roth's  descendents  still  live  in  the  Fairbury  area,  with  some 
scattered  to  other  nearby  localities,  with  many  of  them  still  engaged  in  the 
occupation  of  farming  or  related  occupations. 

Mention  was  previously  made,  in  the  section  entitled,  "Religious  Survey  of  Amish 
Mennonite  Background,"  that  evidently  at  some  time  during  his  lifetime  Andrew 
became  a  member  of  the  Apostolic  Christian  Church,  although  he  very  likely  was  a 
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member  of  the  Amish-Mennonite  Faith,  previous  to  that  time.  The  majority  of 
his  eight  children  also  joined  the  Apostolic  Christian  Church  with  a  son,  Daniel 
Roth,  becoming  a  minister  in  this  church.  Many  of  Andrew  Roth's  descendents 
continue  to  hold  membership  with  this  religious  group  today,  particularly  in 
the  Fairbury,  Illinois  area. 

The  first  of  these...  New  Amish,  as  they  are  commonly  called,  came  to 
Ohio  from  Switzerland  in  1846,  where  they  secured  a  small  following 
among  their  countrymen  in  the  Wayne  County  Mennonite  settlement.  In 
1852,  several  appeared  among  the  Amish  in  Lewis  County,  New  York... 

Soon  after  this  a  few  zealous  proselytes  to  the  new  following  from 
the  latter  place  arrived  among  some  of  their  kinsmen  in  the  Amish 
settlement  in  Woodford  County,  Illinois,  where  they  secured  a  few 
more...  members  for  their  faith.  In  1862  one  of  the  leaders  from 
Illinois  established  a  small  following  in  Butler  County,  Ohio.  11= 
linois  has  remained,  however,  the  center  of  the  new  sect.  The  growth 
for  many  years  was  slow.  By  1877  there  were  only  eighty=nine  members 
in  the  United  States  and  the  membership  would  have  remained  insigni¬ 
ficant  had  not  a  large  number  of  immigrants  from  Switzerland  within 
recent  years  been  added  to  the  original  nucleus.  There  are  at  pres¬ 
ent  a  number  of  large  congregations  in  Woodford,  Tazewell,  and  Liv¬ 
ingston  counties,  Illinois,  aggregating  perhaps  several  thousand  mem¬ 
bers.  Small  communities  have  lately  also  been  established  in  Indiana 
and  other  states.  ^ 

According  to  one  historian,  the  chief  congregations  of  the  Apostolic  Christian 
Church  are  located  in  Illinois.  Another  historian,  over  twenty  years  ago  stated 
that  the  New  Amish  congregation  at  Morton  has  erected  a  large  church  house  and 
had  a  larger  membership  than  any  other  church  of  the  body.  It  may  interest  some 
readers  to  know  that  numerous  descendents  of  Nicholas  Roth,  Andrew's  brother, 
are  members  of  the  Apostolic  Christian  Church  at  Morton,  as  Barbara  (Rot1:)  Smith, 
daughter  of  Nicholas f  became  a  member  of  this  group  during  her  life. 

The  following  commentary  on  the  Apostolic  Christians  is  given  by  one  historian: 

In  business  matters  and  as  farmers  they  are  among  the  most  industrious 
and  uniformly  prosperous  members  of  the  community.  Wherever  they  lo¬ 
cate  they  have  the  finest  farms  and  the  best  livestock;  and  the  price 
of  land  immediately  goes  up. 

Their  only  connection  with  the  Amish  and  Mennonites  is  that  both  in 
Switzerland  and  in  America  their  first  converts  came  from  these  sourc¬ 
es;  and  they  do  share  some  of  the  fundamental  religious  doctrines  with 
them==non=resistance ,  avoidance, once  common  also  among  the  Amish  and 
still  practised  among  the  Old  Order,  a  general  spirit  of  non-conformity 
to  the  world,  insistence  upon  plain  though  not  necessarily  peculiar 
dress,  and  several  other  similar  doctrines. ^ 

Andrew  Roth  lived  to  be  seventy=five  years  old.  His  wife  died  in  1884,  about 
one  and  one=half  years  before  Andrew  passed  away  on  February  23,  1886.  Both 
Andrew  and  his  wife  are  buried  in  the  South  Apostolic  Christian  Cemetery  in 
Fairbury,  Illinois.  Their  descendents  rank  second  highest  in  number  of  the 
total  for  each  of  the  seven  children  traced  in  this  genealogy.  They  are  out- 
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numbered  only  by  the  descendents  of  Barbara  (Roth)  Zehr,  whose  history  shall  be 
given  in  the  following  section  of  this  book.

II. 

GENERAL  HISTORY  OF  BARBARA  (ROTH)  ZEHR  FAMILY 


Several  year  ago  it  appeared  that  information  regarding  Barbara  Roth,  second 
child  of  Nicolaus  and  Veronica  (Zimerman)  Roth,  would  be  very  scanty.  This  was 
because  her  descendents  had  settled  very  largely  in  Canada,  although  many  today 
are  living  in  the  United  States,  and  contact  with  this  group  and  the  other  des¬ 
cendents  of  Nicolaus  Roth  had  been  quite  limited.  However,  for  most  of  the  ma¬ 
terial  to  he  presented  in  this  section  regarding  the  history  of  the  Barbara 
(Roth)  Zehr  family, we  are  indebted  to  one  of  her  great-great  granddaughters, 
Lorraine  Roth,  of  Tavistock,  Ontario.  She  prepared  a  term  paper,  while  attend¬ 
ing  Goshen  College,  entitled,  "The  History  of  the  East  Zorra  Amish  Mennonite 
Church,”  which  she  has  allowed  to  be  incorporated  into  this  chapter.  Also,  upon 
request,  she  prepared  a  biographical  sketch  of  Barbara  (Roth)  Zehr  and  her  hus¬ 
band,  Peter  Zehr,  especially  for  use  in  this  book,  which  will  be  presented  in 
the  following  paragraphs. 

Somewhere  in  Alsace-Lorraine  on  November  21,  1812,  a  baby  girl,  named 
Barbara  Roth,  was  born  into  the  home  of  an  Amish  family. 

For  the  next  several  years  we  know  nothing  of  Barbara's  life  except 
that  she  lived  in  troubled  times.  Napoleon  had  been  defeated.  France 
was  in  a  state  of  economic  chaos.  There  was  no  religious  freedom,  es¬ 
pecially  for  the  non-resistant  Amish.  She  could  hardly  help  but  sense 
the  tension  and  anxiety  of  her  parents  because  of  unstable  conditions. 

Fhat  education  she  received  was  probably  learned  at  her  mother's  knee... 

When  Barbara  grew  up  she  became  interested  in  a  rather  promising  young 
man  also  of  the  Amish  faith.  He  probably  did  not  have  much  formal  ed¬ 
ucation,  but  he  was  very  much  interested  in  the  world  around  him,  es¬ 
pecially  in  plants.  He  learned  how  to  use  many  of  these  plants  for 
medicines.  This  knowledge  was  very  primitive  compared  with  that  of 
medical  doctors  today,  but  it  was  probably  the  best  that  was  accessi¬ 
ble  to  most  people  in  that  day.  There  is  no  doubt  that  Peter  Zehr 
made  a  real  contribution  to  the  society  in  which  he  lived. 

Exactly  when  Barbara  Roth  and  Peter  Zehr  were  married,  no  one  seems 
to  remember.  Their  first  son,  Andrew,  was  born  on  October  16,  1835. 

By  this  time  Barbara's  husband  was  ministering  not  only  to  the  physi¬ 
cal  needs  of  his  people,  but,  after  being  ordained  as  a  minister,  he 
also  served  their  spiritual  needs. 

By  the  year  1837,  conditions  in  France  were  getting  worse  instead  of 
better.  Many  people  of  the  Amish  faith  were  setting  sail  for  America. 

There  they  could  start  over  anew  and  worship  God  according  to  their 
own  consciences.  At  "this  time  Barbara  bade  her  mother,  three  broth¬ 
ers  and  one  sister  farewell,  hoping  that  she  and  her  family  could 
soon  follow. 

It-  likely  was  the  latter  part  of  the  same  year  that  Barbara,  Peter, 
and  their  little  son,  Andrew,  found  themselves  on  the  Atlantic  Ocean,

straining  their  eyes  to  catch  the  last  glimpse  of  their  native  land. 
The  long  and  tedious  voyage  lasted  six  weeks .  It  is  thought  that 
possibly  during  this  time  a  second  child  was  born  to  Barbara  and 
Peter  Zehr,  on  December  10,  1837,  whom  they  named  Barbara- 

Barbara  and  her  children  accompanied  Peter  Zehr  all  the  way  to  Ohio 
where  her  relatives  had  settled.  Peter  decided  not  to  settle  there 
but  to  go  back  to  Pennsylvania-  This  country  proved  to  be  too  hilly 
for  him,  so  he  went  north  to  New  York.  When  he  found  too  many  rocks 
there,  he  crossed  the  border  into  Canada.  This  country  must  have 
been  just  right,  for  he  settled  there. 

Friends  helped  Peter  clear  a  bit  of  land  and  erect  a  one-roomed  log 
cabin.  As  they  moved  in  with  their  one  trunk,  containing  a  few  kit¬ 
chen  utensils,  clothing  and  bedding,  Barbara  must  have  breathed  a 
prayer  of  thanks  for  a  home  that  was  her  own.  Now  she  did  not  have 
to  be  afraid  that  her  husband  would  be  taken  away  to  prison  or  even 
killed. 

Their  first  home  was  far  from  elaborate.  The  cabin,  made  of  logs 
plastered  with  clay,  and  a  sod  roof,  had  one  room  heated  by  one  fire¬ 
place.  The  trunk,  which  had  carried  their  few  belongings,  served  as 
a  table  for  the  next  two  years. 

As  soon  as  possible,  Peter  cleared  enough  land  to  plant  some  wheat. 
However,  some  of  the  trees  were  so  large  that  he  could  not  look  ovep 
the  top  of  the  trunks  after  the  trees  had  been  felled. 

Barbara’s  heart  must  have  beaten  just  a  bit  faster  as  she  kneaded 
dough  for  the  first  bread  made  from  wheat,  grown  on  their  own  land, 
which  in  turn  had  been  made  into  flour.  Peter  had  cut  the  wheat  and 
Barbara  had  flailed  it.  Then  Peter  had  followed  the  trail  through 
the  woods  to  Berlin  (now  Kitchener)  with  a  sack  of  wheat  on  his  back 
and  had  returned  with  a  sack  of  flour  in  its  stead. 

To  feed  her  family  was  important  to  Barbara,  but  to  show  love  and 
kindness  to  her  neighbors  was  just  as  important.  A  few  slices  of 
her  first  bread  was  given  to  the  Indians  who  were  encamped  along  the 
brook  not  far  from  the  log  cabin. 

The  children,  Peter,  Magdalena,  Joseph  and  Christian  were  added  to 
Barbara’s  family  during  the  next  fifteen  years.  By  this  time  the 
log  cabin  was  almost  bursting  its  seams.  For  many  months  Peter 
baked  bricks  and  hammered  nails.  By  the  time  Christian  was  ready  to 
walk,  Peter  had  finished  their  new  home,  including  the  porch  which 
almost  completely  surrounded  the  house. 

Peter  planted  an  orchard,  put  up  a  white  picket  fence  around  the 
lawn,  and  built  a  barn,  in  addition  to  building  his  new  brick  home. 

He  would  have  had  no  trouble  selling  his  homestead  at  a  good  price. 

In  fact,  he  was  ready  to  sell  and  move  on.  Barbara,  however,  who 
was  generally  known  for  her  quiet  ways,  was  not  quiet  this  time.  She 
had  moved  enough  during  her  lifetime.  Now  she  had  a  home  and  she  in¬ 
tended  to  stay.  That  settled  it. 
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When  Anna  was  born  on  February  27,  1854,  the  family  circle  was  com¬ 
pleted.  Barbara  lived  to  see  her  children  and  many  of  her  grand¬ 
children  grow  up*  By  this  time,  Peter  was  situated  well  enough  fi¬ 
nancially  to  buy  a  home  for  each  of  his  children.  Christian  re¬ 
ceived  the  home  farm.  Barbara  and  Peter,  however,  continued  to  live 
in  one  part  of  the  house  and  Christian  and  his  family  resided  in  the 
other  part.  This  farm  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Andrew,  Christian’s 
son. 

To  church  Barbara  wore  the  following  attire:  a  dark  dress,  covered 
with  an  apron,  a  white  covering,  with  black  kerchief  worn  over  it, 
and  a  white  halsduch  (neck  scarf).  Barbara  appeared  to  her  grand- 
cnildren  as  a  little,  white-haired  woman  who  did  not  say  very  much 
but  who  meant  what  she  did  say. 

On  September  21,  1888,  after  an  illness  of  a  few  months,  Barbara 
(Roth)  Zehr  was  called  to  a  home  from  which  she  will  never  have  to 
move. 

Since  the  majority  of  the  descendents  of  Barbara  (Roth)  Zehr  who  are  still  liv¬ 
ing  in  Canada  are  members  of  the  Amish  Mennonite  faith,  it  seems  in  place  to  in¬ 
clude  some  information  regarding  the  history  of  the  East  Zorra  Amish  Mennonite 
Church  as  prepared,  through  research,  by  Lorraine  Roth.  This  church  was  in  the 
past,  and  still  is  today,  composed  of  many  direct  descendents  of  Barbara  (Roth) 
and  her  husband,  Peter  Zehr,  as  the  latter  was  quite  instrumental  in  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  this  particular  church.  This  first  portion  is  taken  from  the  section 
of  Lorraine’s  paper  entitled,  "Early  History  (1837-1883)."  Miss  Roth  is  indebt¬ 
ed  to  L.  J.  Burkholder’s  book,  A_  Brief  History  of  the  Mennonites  in  Ontario,  for 
some  information  incorporated  into  her  paper. . 

After  the  wars  of  Napoleon,  the  economic  situation  made  things  very 
difficult  for  the  Amish  in  the  provinces  of  Alsace  and  Lorraine  in 
France.  The  poor  also  found  it  difficult  to  pay  for  substitutes  in 
order  to  receive  military  exemption.  Canada  received  her  share  of 
those  who  decided  to  brave  the  hardships  of  a  pioneer  life  in  order 
to  win  freedom  of  conscience. 

The  Amish  started  coming  into  Wilmot  Township  in  Ontario  after  1822, 
where  they  organized  a  congregation  in  1826.  As  more  settlers  came 
in,  they  kept  pushing  westward  and  southward.  Because  of  the  larger 
number  of  people  and  the  distance  of  the  settlements,  the  East  Zorra 
Congregation  was  organized  in  1837.  This  congregation  no  doubt  was 
served  by  the  ministers  of  the  Wilmot  Congregation  until  their  own 
were  ordained. . . 

Mention  should  be  made  here  that  Peter  Zehr,  husband  of  Barbara  Roth,  actually 
was  the  first  minister  to  serve  the  East  Zorra  congregation.  He  had  earlier 
been  ordained  in  France  so  it  was  not  necessary  for  the  East  Zorra  Church  to 
ordain  him.  It  is  uncertain  just  when  Peter  and  Barbara  arrived  in  Ontario,  as 
they  had  spent  some  time  in  the  United  States  before  coming  to  Canada.  There- 
fore,  it  is  possible  that  the  East  Zorra  Church  had  not  ordained  anyone  from 
their  group  previous  to  his  arrival  in  that  community.  Peter  Zehr  served  as 
the  only  minister  for  this  group  during  the  first  twelve  years  of  its  existence, 
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with  the  aid  of  one  deacon,  a  Nicholas  Roth,  who  had  been  ordained  in  Alsace. 
Whether  this  would  have  been  the  brother  of  Barbara  (Roth)  Zehr  we  do  not  know. 
However,  it  possibly  could  have  been,  as  we  have  no  record  of  where  he  located 
for  the  first  few  years  of  his  arrival  in  the  United  States.  Also,  since  we 
believe  that  Nicholas  Roth  later  became  a  minister  in  Illinois,  it  is  logical 
that  he  would  have  served  as  deacon  somewhere  first,  as  it  was  the  custom  of 
their  day  not  to  ordain  someone  as  minister  who  had  not  earlier  served  as  dea¬ 
con.  Until  the  time  of  his  death  in  1898,  Barbara's  husband,  Peter  Zehr,  served 
the  East  Zorra  Congregation  as  one  of  its  ministers. 

Lorraine  Roth  further  states  in  her  paper: 

During  these  early  years  the  brotherhood  had  no  meeting  house  but  met 
in  the  homes  bi-weekly.  The  first  few  years  their  homes  were  only  one- 
roomed  log  houses 0  It  was  not  long,  however,  until  they  were  able  to 
build  more  substantial  homes  of  logs,  stone,  or  even  brick... 

A  large,  white-washed  kitchen  usually  occupied  about  one-half  of  the 
lower  story  in  which  the  worship  service  was  held.  The  day  before 
the  service,  the  family,  at  whose  house  the  meeting  was  going  to  be, 
would  gather  their  benches  and  also  those  of  the  nearest  neighbors. 

The  service  would  begin  about  nine  o'clock,,  The  Ausbund,  and  later 
the  Unparteiishe  Liedersammlung  were  used  in  singing.  After  the 
Anfang  (opening),  the  minister  preached  from  a  certain  text.  Each 
minister  and  deacon,  except  the  one  who  had  read  the  opening,  was 
asked  to  give  a  Zuspruch  (testimony). 

After  the  service  the  family  who  was  acting  as  host  that  day  served 
the  noon  meal.  In  the  afternoon  the  people  parted  to  go  to  the  dif¬ 
ferent  homes  to  visit. 

The  Communion  Service,  held  on  Easter  Sunday,  was  an  all-day  occasion. 
Footwashing  was  also  a  part  of  this  service... 

Applicants  for  baptism  began  their  instruction  in  the  Articles  of 
Faith  on  Palm  Sunday.  The  young  people  were  baptized  between  the 
ages  of  sixteen  to  twenty.  The  girls  were  usually  baptized  younger 
than  the  boys. 

At  this  time  weddings  were  great  times...  So  great,  in  fact,  that  they 
often  lasted  two  days.  The  marriage  would  take  place  in  the  forenoon 
at  a  neighbor’s  house.  Only  several  guests  would  usually  attend  the 
ceremony  which  consisted  of  a  rather  lengthy  wedding  sermon.  Usually 
two  couples  attended  the  bride  and  groom. 

Dinner  would  be  served  at  the  bride's  home.  The  afternoon  was  spent 
in  singing  and  visiting.  After  supper  many  of  the  older  folks  went 
home  while  the  young  people  stayed  for  more  singing,  visiting  and 
feasting.  Many  of  the  close  relatives  and  friends  stayed  until  the 
following  day.  The  bride's  parents  had  probably  prepared  enough  food 
to  last  for  a  week. 
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In  the  case  of  funerals,  services  were  held  at  the  home  in  the  fore¬ 
noon.  If  the  distance  to  the  cemetery  was  short,  the  body  was  buried 
in  the  forenoon.  If  the  cemetery  was  too  far  away,  they  first  ate 
lunch.  At  that  time,  two  cemeteries  were  used--one  where  the  church 
is  now  located  and  another  one  about  four  miles  northeast. 

During  these  years  the  distinctive  Amish  ’'doctrines’*  were  practiced. 
Clothing  was  a  very  important  item.  The  men  had  long  hair  and  beards, 
wore  black,  broad-brimmed  hats,  hooks  and  eyes,  but  no  suspenders  on 
their  trousers.  The  women  wore  dark  dresses  and  black  kerchiefs. 

Usually  they  wore  white  aprons  and  white  Halsducher  to  Versammlung 
(Church  service).  At  home  they  wore  dark-colored  aprons  and  Hals= 
due her.  The  black  kerchief  was  frequently  worn  over  the  white  cov¬ 
ering  to  church. 

f  •  .  *  '  •  j-  ... 

The  German  -Language  was  used  exclusively  in  the  worship  service.  The 
men  learned  enough  English  to  get  along  in  business,  while  the  women 
knew  little  or  none  at  all. 

Meidung  (ban)  was  fairly  strictly  enforced.  No  doubt  some  were 
more  strict  than  others.  I  was  unable  to  find  that  there  was  any 
teaching  concerning  "avoidance”  on  the  part  of  husband  or  wife  in 
case  one  were  put  under  the  ban.  If  the  man  was  caught  in  sin,  prob- 
ably  the  wife  was  considered  to  be  partly  to  blame  and  put  under  the 
ban  along  with  her  husband. 

As  the  congregation  grew  larger,  services  were  often  held  in  barns... 

A  the  last  such  service,  Peter  Zehr  preached  the  sermon.  It  was 
abou t  Nebuchadnezzar  who,  because  of  sin,  was  lowered  from  the  status 
of  a  king  to  that  of  a  beast. 

Although  these  years  do  not  record  a  tremendous  spiritual  growth,  we 
must  bow  our  heads  in  thanksgiving  to  God  for  raising  up  people  who 
were  willing  to  hew  their  homes  out  of  a  dense  wilderness  and  lay  the 
foundations  on  which  their  children  could  build.  They  did  it  not  for 
their  own  gain  but  for  ours. 

The  second  portion  of  material  consists  of  brief  selections  from  "The  Years  of 
Beginnings"  as  given  in  Lorraine  Roth's  paper. 

On  September  9,  1883,  the  first  service  was  held  in  the  meeting  house 
which  was  built  on  the  16th  line  in  East  Zorra  Township,  three  miles 
southeast  of  Tavistock...  The  frame  meeting  house  and  the  first  row 
of  sheds  were  built  the  same  year. 

The  benches  were  made  of  unpainted  pine  wood.  The  floor  was  also  un¬ 
painted.  The  aroma  of  new  wood  during  that  first  meeting  must  have 
reminded  those  staunch  pioneers  of  God's  leading  into  this  wilderness 
which  was  fast  turning  into  a  veritable  paradise  for  them  and  their 
children.  A  platform  extended  across  the  front  of  the  church.  A 
pulpit  stood  in  the  center  with  the  ministers'  bench  along  the  wall 
facing  the  people  and  another  one  facing  the  men's  side  of  the  house. 
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The  "Amen”  benches  were  on  the  raised  platform  facing  the  pulpit.  Af¬ 
ter  this  meeting  house  was  built,  services  were  held  every  Sunday,,  .  . 

In  1919,  Peter  S.  Zehr,  grandson  of  Barbara  and  Peter  Zehr,  was  or¬ 
dained  as  a  deacon.  In  1933  he  was  ordained  as  a  minister.  Also  or¬ 
dained  as  a  deacon  in  1919  and  minister  in  1933  was  Menno  Kuepf er  who 
later  married  Anna  Brenneman,  granddaughter  of  Barbara  and  Peter  Zehr. 
Daniel  Wagler,  who  married  Peter  S.  Zehr’s  daughter,  Mary,  was  ordained 
deacon  in  1933  and  minister  in  1940. 

Probably  the  most  important  beginning  in  the  history  of  the  East  Zorra 
congregation  is  that  of  the  Sunday  School  in  1903.  Even  though  some 
of  the  details  concerned  with  its  beginning  may  leave  something  to  be 
desired,  its  leaders  could  hardly  have  been  aware  of  the  tremendous 
contribution  they  were  making. . . 

At  first,  Sunday  School  was  held  on  alternate  Sundays,  only  in  the  sum¬ 
mer  time.  Later,  no  one  seems  to  know  exactly  when,  it  was  held  all 
year  round... 

Among  those  who  served  as  the  first  superintendents  between  1903  and 
1933  are:...  Peter  S.  Zehr,...  Menno  Kuepf er. . . 

The  Sunday  School  no  doubt  did  a  great  deal  to  interest  the  young  peo¬ 
ple  in  the  church.  It  was  at  that  time,  however,  mainly  the  work  of 
the  older  people  and  proved  to  be  inadequate  in  giving  the  young  peo¬ 
ple  an  opportunity  to  express  themselves...  Mainly  through  the  efforts 
of  Jacob  R.  Bender,  one  of  the  East  Zorra  ministers,  in  1920  the  Young 
People’s  Bible  Meeting  came  into  being... 

With  a  steadily  increasing  membership,  it  was  quite  evident  that  the 
original  building  was  no  longer  adequate. . ,  In  1925  it  was  decided  to 
make  two  additions  to  the  church  building...  Also,  a  basement,  which 
helped  to  solve  the  problem  of  space  for  Sunday  School  classes  for 
several  years,  was  constructed  under  this  addition... 

Another  event  in  the  forward  march  of  the  church  was  the  beginning  of 
a  short-term  Winter  Bible  School.  The  first  one  was  held  in  1932... 

These  schools  have  been  held  for  four  weeks  during  December  or  January 
nearly  every  year  since...  This  school,  no  doubt,  was  one  of  the  caus¬ 
es  for  beginning  the  transition  from  the  German  to  the  English  langu= 
age  in  church  activities... 

The  sisters  in  the  church  began  a  Sewing  Circle  in  1921  or  before. . . 

The  organization  of  the  committee  for  the  Sewing  Circle  took  place 
at  the  New  Year  Meeting  and  was  in  the  hands  of  the  men  for  several 

years . 

The  interest  in  missions  was  aroused  during  this  period.  The  church 
began  to  support  a  missionary  in  the  late  1920  's.  Frequent  offerings 
were  taken  for  foreign  and  home  missions  and  for  relief  work. 

From  the  section,  "The  Years  of  Progress  (1933-1954),"  we  quote  the  following:

The  coming  of  a  revitalized  Sunday  School  which  was  held  every  Sunday, 
along  with  the  worship  service,  marks  the  beginning  of  this  new  era  of 
progress . . . 


The  church  attendance  by  1935  had  risen  so  tremendously  that  the  addi¬ 
tional  space  provided  in  1925  was  again  over-crowded. . . 

Andrew  B.  Zehr,  grandson  of  Barbara  (Roth)  Zehr,  and  Daniel  Zehr,  also 
a  descendent,  were  both  ordained  as  deacons  in  1947,  to  serve  alter¬ 
nately  at  the  East  Zorra  and  Cassel  churches.  The  latter  church, 
which  is  located  near  the  East  Zorra  congregation,  was  formed  from 
East  Zorra  members  because  of  the  over-crowded  conditions  existing  in 
their  home  congregation... 

Tie  opening  of  the  Summer  Bible  School  in  1940  has  been  another  land¬ 
mark  in  the  progress  of  the  church  for  the  sake  of  Christ... 

In  x942  the  East  Zorra  Church  again  became  crowded.  Some  also  felt 
the  need  for  a  church  in  the  town  of  Tavistock  for  the  convenience  of 
members  living  there... 

After  worshipping  in  a  Presbyterian  Church  in  Tavistock  for  a  number 
of  years,  it  was  decided  to  build  a  new  one  on  the  outskirts  of  town... 

In  July  1950,  the  new  church  was  dedicated.  It  is  called  the  Tavistock 
Church  but  is  still  connected  with  the  East  Zorra  Church  as  is  the 
Cassel  Church. 

Things  were  also  happening  at  the  East  Zorra  Church.  Even  though 
some  people  had  gone  to  worship  in  the  Cassel  or  Tavistock  churches, 
the  church  space  was  again  inadequate.  Sunday  School  facilities  were 
badly  needed. . . 

As  the  result  of  a  business  meeting  in  January  1951,  an  investigating 
committee  was  appointed.  They  later  presented  a  plan  to  take  down  the 
O-td  building  and  put  up  a  new  one.  This  plan  was  almost  unanimously 
carried.  In  October  of  the  same  year  the  new  building  was  dedicated. 

It  is  a  monument  of  God's  grace  and  shows  what  a  united  brotherhood 
can  do. 

This  is  the  story  of  112  years  of  growth  of  part  of  God's  kingdom  on 
earth.  It  is  an  intermingling  of  human  weakness  and  the  grace  of  God 
to  man.  May  the  next  112  years  be  as  fruitful  in  proportion  to  the 
opportunities  as  were  the  last. 

Perhaps  some  readers  are  wondering  why  the  group  at  East  Zorra,  for  example,  are 
yet  called  Amish  Mennonites,  rather  than  Mennonites,  as  for  example  many  of  the 
descendents  of  Nicolaus  and  Veronica  Roth  are  called  in  Illinois.  The  explana¬ 
tion  is  that  the  Ontario  Amish  Mennonite  Conference  had  its  first  session  in 
1918  but  did  not  organize  officially  as  a  conference  until  1923.  It  is  now  com¬ 
posed  of  eleven  churches  with  a  total  membership  of  2400.  This  conference  has 
not  yet  merged  with  the  other  Mennonite  conferences  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada  which  together  form  the  Mennonite  General  Conference.  It  maintains  its 
own  conference  which,  according  to  one  historian,  is  only  loosely  affiliated  with 
Mennonite  General  Conference.

GENERAL  HISTORY  OF  NICHOLAS  ROTH  FAMILY 


The  prospects  of  locating  sufficient  information  to  prepare  a  history  of  Nicholas 
Roth  and  his  family  seemed  quite  dim  until  1953,  when  Joseph  Co  Witzig  happened 
to  locate  a  biographical  sketch  of  Andrew  Roth,  first  child  of  Nicholas  Roth. 
Previous  to  that  time,  no  one  had  been  able  to  give  more  than  a  smattering  of 
information  regarding  the  historical  background  of  this  family.  Since  that  time, 
fortunately,  several  other  sources  of  information  were  located  which  will  be 
used  in  this  section. 

As  mentioned  in  the  preceding  chapter,  "General  History  of  Barbara  (Roth)  Zehr 
Family,"  it  is  possible,  although  we  are  not  certain,  that  Nicholas  Roth  may 
have  been  ordained  as  a  deacop  in  Alsace.  He  possibly  would  have  been  only 
nineteen  or  twenty  years  of  age  when  leaving  Europe  and  would  have  likely  been 
quite  young  to  have  held  this  position  in  the  church.  However,  if  this  was  the 
same  Nicholas  Roth,  son  of  Nicolaus  and  Veronica  (Zimerman)  Roth,  then  he  evi¬ 
dently  resided  in  the  United  States,  after  making  the  voyage  without  any  of  his 
family,  before  he  went  to  Canada. 

Exactly  when  Nicholas  may  have  returned  to  the  United  States,  if  he  actually 
had  lived  in  Canada  for  some  time,  is  not  known.  However,  with  his  mother  and 
other  members  of  his  immediate  family  living  for  a  time  in  Butler  County,  Ohio, 
it  is  possibly  a  safe  assumption  that  he  joined  this  group  sometime  in  the  early 
1840' s.  The  basis  foV  this  belief  is  found  in  the  biographical  material  which 
shall  soon  be  presented  regarding  his  son,  Andrew  Roth. 

Nicholas  Roth  must  have  possessed  a  courageous  and  adventurous  spirit  to  tackle 
a  voyage  to  America,  from  Europe  when  in  his  late  teens  and  with  travelling  con¬ 
ditions  anything  but  pleasant.  Also,  faced  with  a  decision  where  to  go  in  the 
vast  wilderness  that  was  then  America  in  order  to  earn  his  livelihood,  he  needed 
further  courage  to  make  his  way  alone.  No  doubt  the  feeling  of  freedom  from 
possible  religious  oppression,  which  was  becoming  worse  before  he  left  Europe, 
helped  him  over  many  a  rough  time  in  his  early  life. 

The  third  child  of  Nicolaus  and  Veronica  Roth,  namely  Nicholas,  was  born  on 
March  24,  1815,  in  Alsace-Lorraine.  He  lived  to  be  almost  seventy-nine  years 
of  age.  He  married  Katharine  Habecker  sometime  previous  to  1844,  since  their 
first  child  was  born  then,  although  no  record  was  found  of  the  exact  date  of 
their  marriage  or  where  it  occurred.  No  birthdate  for  Nicholas'  wife  could  be 
found  either,  although  her  date  of  death  was  recorded  as  December  2,  1888,  leav¬ 
ing  Nicholas  to  be  a  widower  for  a  little  over  six  years. 

We  have  record  that  Nicholas  Roth  was  a  farmer,  in  addition  to  becoming  a  min¬ 
ister  later  in  his  life.  It  is  recorded  that  in  1846,  Nicholas  came  to  Illinois, 
settling  on  a  farm  on  the  Washington  Road,  likely  near  to  the  place  where  his 
older  brother,  Andrew,  had  located  several  years  earlier.  How  long  Nicholas 
and  family  resided  near  Washington  is  not  known.  However,  after  some  years  of 
living  in  that  area,  he  moved  to  the  vicinity  of  Groveland,  Illinois. 

To  Nicholas  Roth  and  his  wife  three  children  were  born.  Andrew,  the  first  child, 
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was  the  only  son.  The  next  two  children  born  were  twin  girls,  Veronica  and 
Barbara.  Most  of  Veronica  (Roth)  Schmallenberger ' s  descendents  reside  today  in 
the  Morton  area.  Some  descendents  of  Barbara  (Roth)  Smith  live  in  the  Morton 
and  Washington,  Illinois  vicinity,  although  numerous  ones  reside  in  a  variety 
of  other  states.  Following  is  the  account  of  Andrew  Roth,  Nicholas'  son,  as 
given  in  the  Historical  Encyclopedia  of  Illinois  and  History  of  Tazewell  County: 

Andrew  Roth  for  40  years  the  owner  and  occupant  of  one  of  the  finest 
farms  in  the  vicinity  of  Groveland,  was  born  on  a  farm  in  Ohio  in 
1844,  and  in  1846  came  with  his  parents  to  Washington  Township,  Taze¬ 
well  County.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  during  the  lei¬ 
sure  of  the  winter  seasons,  and,  under  his  father's  careful  teaching, 
developed  into  a  painstaking  and  practical  farmer. 

Mr.  Roth  began  his  independent  career  at  the  age  of  22,  when  he  came 
to  Groveland  Township,  Tazewell  County  and  purchased  the  100  acre 
farm  on  which  he  now  resides,  the  same  being  under  a  high  state  of 
cultivation,  and  devoted  to  general  farming  and  stock  raising.  His 
harvests  have  been  varied  and  abundant,  and  his  present  prosperity 
enables  him  to  regard  as  blessings  many  of  the  discouragements  which, 
at  the  time,  seemed  hindrances  to  his  progress.  Not  only  has  he  con¬ 
verted  land  into  valuable  and  productive  property,  but  has  also  in¬ 
vested  in  farms  and  town  lots  in  other  parts  of  the  county,  to  all  of 
which  he  has  a  clear  title. 

Mr,  Roth  married  Miss  Barbara  Stager,  [Staker  and  of  this  union  three 
children  have  been  born;  Moses,  Benjamin  and  Fannie.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  |Def enselessj  Mennonite  Church  and  conscientiously  follows  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  that  denomination. 

One  segment  of  the  Nicholas  Roth  family  largely  joined  the  ranks  of  the  Defense¬ 
less  Mennonite  Church.  Two  of  Nicholas  Roth's  children,  Andrew  and  Veronica, 
joined  with  this  faith  while  the  third  child,  Barbara  (Roth)  Smith,  became  a 
member  of  the  Apostolic  Christian  Church,  discussed  more  in  detail  in  the  "General 
History  of  Andrew  Roth  Family"  given  earlier  in  the  book.  Therefore,  the  major 
portion  of  information  to  be  recorded  next  will  deal  with  those  descendents  who 
at  one  time  were  Amish  Mennonites  but  who  joined  the  Defenseless  Mennonite  Church, 
officially  called  the  Evangelical  Mennonite  Church  since  1948. 

Ihe  Defenseless  Mennonites,  unlike  the  branches  mentioned  before, 
originated  on  American  soil...  The  leader  of  this  new  movement  was 
Henry  Egly,  a  minister  in  the  Amish  congregation  of  Adams  County, 

Indiana.  About  1864  Egly  began  to  urge  the  necessity  of  a  definite 
conversion  experience  in  the  religious  life.  His  charge  that  the 
religious  life  of  the  time  was  too  formal  and  was  not  based  on  a 
vital  experience  may  have  had  some  ground,  but  the  contention  that 
the  austere,  simply  dressed  brethren  of  that  day  were  too  liberal 
in  their  dress  regulations  can  hardly  be  taken  seriously.  In  1866 
Egly  withdrew  from  the  old  church  and  formed  a  new  one,  which  soon 
included  the  larger  part  of  his  former  congregation.  The  movement 
later  spread  to  Livingston  and  Tazewell  counties,  Illinois,  where 
several  large  congregations  have  since  developed.

At  first  Egly's  followers  were  strict  in  their  dress  regulations, 
rather  exclusive  in  their  religious  affiliations,  and  rebaptized  all 
those  of  their  members  who  had  come  from  the  old  church  who  could 
not  confess  that  they  had  been  truly  converted  before,  a  confession 
which  of  course  under  the  circumstances  few  could  make.  In  recent 
years  the  old  differences  have  largely  disappeared,  and  the  younger 
generation  of  the  two  groups  have  forgotten  that  they  are  not  of  one 
faith.  They  are  optional  immersionists,  and  have  discarded  the  form¬ 
er  dress  restrictions.  In  every  other  respect  their  faith  and  prac¬ 
tice  is  identical  with  that  of  the  Amish  Mennonites  and  the  other 
more  conservative  wings  of  the  Mennonite  denomination.  At  first  they 
were  spoken  of  as  the  "Egly  Amish"  by  members  of  the  church  which 
they  left,  but  they  later  officially  assumed  the  name  Defenseless 
Mennonites  o  ^ 

Michael  Moseman,  one  of  the  pioneer  [Amish]  bishops  of  the  state,  and 
Nicholas  Roth,  both  in  charge  of  the  Wesley  City  congregation,  turned 
to  the  new  faith.  Practically  all  of  their  congregation  went  with 
them.  Some  from  the  Dillon  Creek  settlement  [later  known  as  Pleasant 
Grove"  also  cast  their  lot  with  them. ^  [This  refers  to  the  Egly  move¬ 
ment."  The  Wesley  City  group  was  originally  Amish,  their  church  having 
been  organized  in  1837.  This  group  formed  the  Defenseless  Mennonite 
congregation  near  Groveland,  Tazewell  County.^ 

After  Egly  began  to  advocate  a  reform  of  church  life,  Moseman  fellow- 
shipped  with  him.  In  1868  he,  [Moseman]  . . .  Nicholas  Roth  the  minister 
under  him,  and  the  most  of  his  congregation,  as  well  as  some  from  the 
Dillon  Creek  congregation,  definitely  allied  themselves  with  the  Egly 
movement.  As  an  Amish  church,  the  Wesley  City  congregation  was  older 
than  the  Gridley  Prairie;  but  as  a  Defenseless  Conference  church,  it 
came  into  being  later  than  the  Salem  congregation.  The  few  that  re¬ 
mained  of  the  Wesley  City  Amish  congregation,  being  unable  to  main¬ 
tain  a  separate  church,  identified  themselves  with  neighboring  con¬ 
gregations  .  5 

Andrew  Roth  [son  of  Nicholas]  was  one  of  the  early  deacons.  [Refers 
to  Defenseless  Mennonite  Church]  The  church-house,  with  a  capacity 
of  over  200,  was  built  in  1878,  one  half  mile  east  of  Groveland.^ 

The  building  committee  was  composed  of  Jacob  Hochstettler ,  Peter 
Wagler,  and  Andrew  Roth. . „  The  Sunday  School,  with  the  favor  of  the 
church,  was  started  about  1880.  It  was  promoted  by  Andrew  Roth  who 


became  the  first  superintendent

Another  area  in  which  Andrew  Roth  served  his  church  is  mentioned  by  Weber  in 
reference  to  the  Salem  Orphanage  which  was  formed  by  the  Defenseless  Mennonite 
Church,  located  near  Flanagan,  Illinois.  Andrew  was  one  of  the  first  six 
trustees  chosen  to  serve  on  this  Board.  His  granddaughter,  Clara  Roth,  later 
served  as  a  worker  at  this  institution. 


Benjamin  Roth,  grandson  of  Nicholas  Roth  and  son  of  Andrew  and  Barbara  (Staker) 
Roth,  is  listed  as  serving  in  various  capacities  in  the  Defenseless  Mennonite 
Church,  according  to  Weber,  as  follows:  one  of  the  first  trustees  to  whom  the 
deed  for  the  Salem  Defenseless  Mennonite  Church  was  made;  elected  as  trustee 
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for  the  same  church  for  a  period  of  three  years  on  March  25,  1900;  deacon  in 
the  Groveland  Defenseless  Mennonite  Church;  one  of  the  delegates  chosen  for  the 
year  of  1925,  for  the  Mennonite  Sanitarium  Association  sponsored  by  the  Defense¬ 
less  Mennonite  Church. 


Moses  Roth,  second  child  of  Andrew  Roth,  brother  to  Benjamin  Roth  named  above, 
was  also  active  in  the  work  of  the  Defenseless  Mennonite  Church.  He  is  men¬ 
tioned  in  connection  with  various  activities  in  his  church  by  Weber  as  follows: 
served  on  the  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Boards;  1916,  named  as  member  of  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  undertake  extension  work  as  a  result  of  land  donated  in  Canada  to  be 
sold  and  proceeds  to  be  used  for  missionary  work;  1917,  appointed  member  of 
committee  to  investigate  forming  of  a  Mutual  Benefit  Protective  Association  for 
the  Brotherhood;  when  it  was  voted  to  organize  such  an  Association,  he  was  one 
of  the  members  assigned  to  that  committee;  May  1919,  chosen  as  treasurer  of  Old 
People’s  Home,  Meadows,  Ill.;  1925,  chosen  as  church  treasurer  for  the  year. 


In  Weber’s  listing  of  the  various  officers  elected  for  the  year  1925  at  the  an¬ 
nual  meeting  of  the  Sunday  School  of  the  Groveland  Defenseless  Mennonite  Church, 
Clara  Roth,  daughter  of  Benjamin  Roth,  is  named  as  primary  superintendent.  Oth¬ 
er  descendents  of  Nicholas  Roth  named  are:  Mary  Schmallenberger  [now  Mrs.  Lester 
Sutter]  assistant  Sunday  School  secretary,  her  sister,  Fanny  Schmallenberger 
_now  a  missionary  in  the  Belgian  Congo] ,  librarian,  and  their  father,  Benjamin 
F.  Schmallenberger,  grandson  of  Nicholas  Roth,  trustee  for  three  years. 

For  a  more  complete  record  of  the  history  of  the  Evangelical  Mennonite  Church, 
as  well  as  a  listing  of  officers  from  1919=1953,  including  many  Nicholas  Roth 
descendents,  the  reader  is  urged  to  secure  a  copy  of  E.  E.  Zimmerman’s  History 
of  the  Evangelical  Mennonite  Church  of  Groveland.  Illinois,  completed  in  1953. 
Space  does  not  permit  the  detailed  listing  of  the  offices  held  by  these  various 
descendents  during  the  span  of  years  included  in  the  booklet  mentioned. 


Some  of  the  current  practices  of  the  Evangelical  Mennonite  Church  are  as  follows: 


Communion  services  are  now  held  semi-annually,  in  the  Spring  and  Fall, 
Feet-washing  as  commanded  by  Jesus  is  part  of  this  service.  Formerly 
it  preceded  the  bread  and  wine  ceremony,  but  of  recent  date  it  has 
been  reversed.  Not  only  members  of  our-  church  are  permitted  to  par¬ 
take  of  this  sacred  rite  but  any  others  who  were  truly  born  again,  if 
they  so  desire.  Originally  the  greeting  with  the  holy  kiss  was  used. 
Now  it  is  practiced  only  at  the  communion  services.  Prayer  head-cov- 
ering  was  originally  a  black  three-cornered  veil,  used  by  the  women. 
Later  a  longer  and  larger  veil  was  worn.  Now  the  sisters  mostly  wear 
the  same  head-covering  as  otherwise.  According  to  the  Scripture  in¬ 
terpretation  by  Paul  a  woman  should  have  her  head  covered  when  pray¬ 
ing.8 


Let  us  turn  our  attention  next  to  another  segment  of  the  Nicholas  Roth  Family. 
The  descendents  of  Barbara  Roth,  one  of  the  twin  daughters  born  to  Nicholas, 
who  married  Joseph  Smith,  numerically  form  a  much  larger  group  than  those  of 
Andrew  and  Veronica  (Roth)  Schmallenberger,  mentioned  in  the  preceding  part  of 
this  history.  Mary  Smith,  one  of  Barbara  (Roth)  Smith’s  eight  children,  married 
Theodore  Witzig.  His  name  is  familiar  to  central  Illinois  people  because  of  the 
tailoring  business  he  started  in  Morton  in  1910.  An  interesting  account  of  his 
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business,  which  is  still  owned  and  operated  by  his  descendents,  is  given  in  an 
issue  of  The  Morton  News  entitled,  "More  About  Morton  Businesses,”  "Third  in  a 
Series”  ~  ’'Witzig’ s."  Portions  of  this  article  will  be  given  below. 

It  was  in  the  year  1910  that  Theo  Witzig,  young  tailor  and  clerk  in  the 
J°  Jo  Kaufmann  men’s  store  then  located  in  the  space  now  occupied  by 
the  A0  &  P.  store,  bought  out  t*he  owner,  Mr.  Kaufmann,  and  entered  into 
business  for  himself. 

This  was  in  the  year  1910.  Morton  boasted  a  population  of  900.  There 
were  no  paved  streets  or  sewer  system.  Only  a  few  years  before  this 
the  Interurban  electric  cars  had  begun  to  operate  through  Morton  to 
Peoria  and  St.  Louis. 

When  Mr.  Witzig  took  over  the  store,  it  was  moved  several  doors  south 
to  the  location  now  occupied  by  Dean’s  Cafe,  half  of  the  building  be¬ 
ing  occupied  by  the  Yentes  Coal  office.  A  weighing  scale  for  coal 
wagons  was  in  the  street  in  front  of  the  store. 

Mr.  Witzig  was  a  lone  worker  in  his  store  doing  his  own  tailor  work, 
repairing  ladies’  and  men’s  clothing  and  waiting  on  trade  in  his  store. 
His  son,  Elmer,  who  is  the  present  owner,  was  a  boy  of  12  at  that  time 
and  he  would  come  in  to  do  the  chores,  sweeping  the  floor  and  dusting 
boxes . 

From  the  small  beginning  of  a  few  hundred  dollars’  worth  of  shirts, 
sox,  ties  and  underwear,  this  store  expanded  to  include  clothing  items 
and  boys’  wear. 

About  two  years  after  taking  over  the  ownership,  the  store  was  moved 
to  the  location  now  occupied  by  the  Gamble  Store...  A  few  years  later 
the  business  was  moved  again  to  the  first  location. 

It  was  in  this  year  [1934]  •  that  Theo  Witzig  met  his  untimely  death  in 
an  auto  accident. 

In  the  fall  of  1934  the  business  was  moved  to  its  present  location 
where  the  space  permitted  more  expansion  of  lines  which,  since  1925, 
also  included  shoes  for  the  family. 

As  Morton  grew,  so  did  the  Witzig  Store  until  it  included  complete 
lines  of  men’s  and  boys’  clothing,  a  complete  shoe  department  and  a 
tailor  department  for  men's  made-to-measure  clothes.  Witzig' s  have 
continued  to  strive  to  keep  up  with  Morton's  growth  of  near  4,000  at 
present,  by  expanding  stocks  and  facilities... 

Playing  an  important  part  in  the  operation,  growth  and  success  of  the 
Witzig  Store  through  its  40  years,  has  been  the  assistance  of  the 
founder's  sons,  Elmer  and  Joseph,  and  daughter,  Mae.  Later  his  four 
grandsons,  William,  Fred,  Harold  and  Gene,  actively  helped  until 
their  entry  into  other  lines... 

Active  in  the  business  at  this  time  is  its  owner,  Elmer,  who  was  taken 
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into  partnership  with  his  father  in  1929.  In  this  year  the  store  suf¬ 
fered  a  fire  loss  which  almost  completely  destroyed  their  store.  For 
a  temporary  period  they  operated  in  the  building  where  the  Dairy  Cen¬ 
ter  is  now  located.  After  the  store  was  remodeled  they  moved  back 
again. 

Lloyd  Domnick,  salesman  and  buyer,  is  the  oldest  employee,  having 
worked  there  since  the  fall  of  1945.  [Lloyd  is  a  Nicholas  Roth  des- 
cendent,  being  the  son  of  Emma  (Smith)  Domnick7j  Other  employees  are 
Mrs.  Irene  Ogg,  bookkeeper  [daughter  of  Mary  (Smith)  Witzigj;... 
extra  salesmen,  Joe  Witzig  and  Edward  Hauter.  And  not  to  be  over¬ 
looked  is  the  part  of  Shirley  Witzig,  daughter  of  Elmer,  who  is  em¬ 
ployed  part  time,  working  after  school  and  on  Saturdays.  [Shirley 
is  now  a  homemaker,  being  married  to  Edward  Hauter,  mentioned  above, 
who  is  a  college  student  7J 

This  account  gives  an  idea  of  the  apparent  industriousness  of  the  descendents 
of  Nicholas  Roth,  as  seen  in  this  family,  who  worked  cooperatively  to  build  up 
a  business  which  is  a  service  to  the  community  where  they  are  residing.

IV. 


GENERAL  HISTORY  OF  VERONICA  (ROTH)  STAKER  FAMILY 


Veronica  Roth,  fourth  child  of  Nicolaus  and  Veronica  (Zimerraan)  Roth,  evidently 
came  to  the  United  States  ahead  of  her  mother  and  some  of  the  other  children. 
Whether  she  accompanied  Nicholas  when  he  came  is  not  known.  However,  it  appears 
that  by  the  time  her  mother  and  family  arrived,  Veronica  had  a  home  into  which 
she  could  welcome  them  in  Butler  County,  Ohio.  Veronica  was  born  on  June  3, 

1819  in  Alsace-Lorraine  and  died  on  April  20,  1895  at  the  age  of  almost  seventy- 
six  years. 

There  seem  to  be  no  records  telling  when  or  where  she  married  Joseph  Staker. 
However,  Veronica  likely ^learned  to  know  Joseph  in  Butler  County,  since  there 
was  a  community  of  Amish  emigrants  residing  there,  although  it  is  possible  she 
might  have  known  him  in  Europe  and  even  married  him  there.  Joseph  was  born  in 
1810  in  Germany,  the  month,  day  and  place  of  birth  not  known.  His  occupation 
in  Ohio  was  that  of  a  liveryman.  He  loved  to  care  for  horses.  Evidently 
Veronica  and  her  husband  resided  in  Butler  County,  Ohio,  until  sometime  between 
the  years  1851-1861,  as  their  seventh  child  was  born  at  Hamilton,  Ohio,  in  1851 
and  the  eighth  one  at  Morton,  Illinois,  in  1861. 

The  Joseph  Staker  family,  after  moving  to  Illinois,  resided  on  a  farm  just  be¬ 
yond  the  west  edge  of  Morton,  known  to  Morton  residents  now  as  the  Schock  farm. 
Joseph  turned  to  farming  as  an  occupation  after  coming  to  Illinois. 

An  interesting  event  that  occurred  on  March  12,  1865,  was  the  marriage  of 
Barbara  Staker,  first  child  of  Veronica  (Roth)  Staker,  to  Andrew  Roth,  first 
child  of  Nicholas  and  Katharine  (Kabecker)  Roth.  In  other  words,  first  cousins 
were  united  in  marriage.  This  probably  was  not  such  an  uncommon  occurrence, 
cousins  marrying  one  another,  in  that  day.  In  fact,  some  of  that  tradition  has 
been  carried  on  in  the  Barbara  (Roth)  Zehr  family  where  in  the  later  genera¬ 
tions  cousins  have  intermarried,  although  it  is  not  believed  any  of  them  were 
first  cousins.  Another  interesting  marriage  is  that  of  Anna  Mosiman,  grand¬ 
daughter  of  Veronica  (Roth)  Staker,  to  John  E.  Gerber,  grandson  of  Anna  (Roth) 
Gerber,  a  situation  where  first  cousins,  once  removed,  were  married. 

Mention  of  these  marriages  is  made  not  to  cast  any  reflection  on  the  parties 
involved  but  rather  to  help  clarify  for  the  reader  why  there  will  be  some  names 
found  in  more  than  one  family  of  the  book  with  the  same  information  given.  In 
order  to  elucidate  the  point  a  bit  further,  the  following  items  may  be  of  help 
to  understand  which  families  will  appear  more  than  once  in  the  books  Under 
Family  III,  Nicholas  Roth,  the  material  from  A.  1-3  will  also  be  included 
under  Family  IV,  Veronica  (Roth)  Staker,  as  also  A.  1-3.  Likewise,  in  Family 
IV,  Veronica  (Roth)  Staker,  under  section  G.  3.  a.-e.,  this  material  will  be 
found  repeated  in  Family  V,  Anna  (Roth)  Gerber,  under  section  A.  6.  a.-e.  For¬ 
tunately,  for  the  genealogist,  not  everyone  married  close  relatives,  as  it  was 
quite  confusing,  at  first,  trying  to  understand  why  certain  names  appeared  in 
several  families. 

Veronica  (Roth)  Staker,  who  was  of  Amish-Mennonite  background,  evidently  joined 
the  Defenseless  Mennonite  Church  at  some  time.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
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one  of  her  daughters ,  Anna  Staker,  married  David  Mosiman,  David  was  the  son  of 
Michael  Mosiman,  referred  to  in  the  Nicholas  Roth  Family  History  as  one  of  the 
early  bishops  in  the  Amish  Church  in  central  Illinois,  but  who  then  joined  the 
group  which  for  a  while  was  called  the  Egly  Churcho 

Many  of  the  descendents  of  Veronica  (Roth)  Staker  are  still  members  of  the 
Defenseless  Mennonite  Church,  although  there  are  numerous  other  church  groups 
represented  too.  In  Harry  Weber' s  Centennial  History  of  the  Mennonites  of 
Illinois,  references  are  made  to  several  descendents,  or  their  spouses,  which 
were  instrumental  in  the  early  days  of  the  Groveland  Defenseless  Mennonite 
Sunday  School,  Benjamin  Birkey,  husband  of  Lydia  Staker  who  was  a  granddaughter 
of  Veronica  (Roth)  Staker,  is  listed  as  one  of  the  ministers  of  this  religious 
group.  His  earlier  activities  included  S.  S,  Supt,  at  Groveland.,  and  Illinois 
District  Supt,  appointed  by  the  Defenseless  Mennonite  Church  Conference, 

Edna  Birkey,  granddaughter  of  Veronica  (Roth)  Staker,  was  listed  m  this  same 
book  as  being  named  pianist  for  the  Sunday  School  for  1925.  Floyd  Diemer, 
great-grandson  of  Veronica  and  Joseph  Staker,  was  chosen  as  S,  S.  secretary, 
Floyd’s  father,  Frank  Diemer,  was  elected  president  of  Christian  Workers ’  Band 
for  the  same  year. 

In  the  earlier  years  of  the  Groveland  Defenseless  Mennonite  Church,  Peter  Schnur, 
Daniel  Staker,  and  Frank  Diemer  are  listed  as  being  superintendents,  Peter  mar¬ 
ried  Lena  Staker,  daughter  of  Veronica  (Roth)  Staker.  Daniel  Staker,  mentioned 
next,  was  the  grandson  of  Veronica  and  Joseph,  being  Christian  Staker’ s  son. 

Levi  Roth,  grandson  of  Veronica  (Roth)  Staker,  is  a  deacon  in  the  Groveland 
Evangelical  Mennonite  Church  in  Illinois,  Richard  Diemer,  also  a  grandson  of 
Veronica  and  Joseph  Staker,  has  been  pastor  of  the  Evangelical  Mennonite  Church 
in  Grabill,  Indiana,  since  1949, 

Levi  Mosiman,  grandson  of  Veronica  (Roth)  Staker,  served  the  Morton  community 
for  many  years  as  its  postmaster.  The  following  information  is  from  an  issue 
of  The  Morton  News  under  the  title,  "Postmaster  Mosiman  to  Retire." 

During  the  time  Levi  Mosiman,  retiring  postmaster,  served  as  postmas¬ 
ter  in  Morton,  the  post  office  has  more  than  doubled  its  postal  re¬ 
ceipts. 

Mosiman’ s  resignation,  which  will  be  effective  March  31,  marks  the 
end  of  10p-  years  service  as  postmaster.  In  addition  to  his  position 
as  postmaster,  Mosiman  has  held  various  other  public  offices.  He 
served  three  terms  on  the  High  School  Board,  from  1910-16.  He 
served  one  term  as  mayor,  1923-25,  and  two  terms  1926-30,  as  Justice 
of  Peace, 

During  Mosiman’ s  service  as  postmaster,  the  post  office  has  kept  pace 
with  the  growth  of  Morton.  In  1941  the  City  delivery  route  system 
was  established  with  one  route.  At  present  there  are  three  routes, 
with  the  possibility  of  a  fourth  being  added  due  to  the  growth  of 
Morton. 

Although  in  1881  Mosiman  was  born  in  East  Peoria,  he  has  lived  in 
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Morton  since  the  age  of  one.  He  attended  the  U.  of  Illinois  where  he 
received  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree.  In  1910,  Levi  was  married  to 
Edna  Dillon  of  Urbana,  Ill.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mosiman  have  four  children. 

The  Mosimans  are  affiliated  with  the  Community  Church.  From  1912-22 
Mosiman  was  employed  by  the  Illinois  Power  Company  and  from  1922-23 
he  did  electrical  contracting.  He  was  again  employed  by  the  Illinois 
Power  Company  from  1933-1940.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Businessmen's 
organization. 

Joseph  Staker,  Veronica  Roth's  husband,  died  on  April  2,  1872.  This  left 
Veronica  as  a  widow  for  twenty-three  years  after  her  husband's  death.  Fortun- 
ately  most  of  her  children  were  provided  for  by  that  time,  as  they  were  married 
and  had  homes  of  their  own.

GENERAL  HISTORY  OF  ANNA  (ROTH)  GERBER  FAMILY 


We  are  fortunate  in  having  a  record  of  the  courtship  of  Anna  Roth,  fifth  child 
of  Nicolaus  and  Veronica  Roth,  as  given  by  her  granddaughter,  Cecelia  Ropp,  of 
Gibson  City,  Illinois. 


My  Grandmama,  Anna  Roth,  after  coming  to  this  country  with  her  mother 
and  family,  made  her  home  with  her  sister,  Fannie  [Veronica]  Staker 
[in  Ohi  °n  •  Her  brother-in-law,  Joseph  Staker,  operated  a  livery 
barn.  It  was  the  custom  at  that  time  for  the  young  men  of  the  commu¬ 
nity  to  gather  there  on  Saturday  evenings.  Joseph  Staker  noticed 
that  Christian  Gerber  and  his  brother  were  quite  different  from  most 
of  the  other  boys,  because  they  saved  their  money  and  had  no  bad 
habits.  So,  he  told  his  sister-in-law  that  some  day  he  would  ask  a 
young  man  to  his  home  to  take  dinner  and  expected  her  to  be  very  con¬ 
genial.  Then  one  fair  day,  as  Anna  was  doing  the  family  washing  be¬ 
side  the  creek,  her  little  niece  came  to  call  her  and  said,  ’Mother 
wants  you  to  come  home  as  we  are  having  company. '  So  it  did  not  take 
very  many  months  till  the  young  man  married  the  young  maiden,  then 
17  years  of  age. 


My  Grandfather  Gerber  told  me  that  they  had  only  $15.00  to  begin 
housekeeping.  But  he  also  proudly  told  me  that  they  lived-  to  see 
all  of  their  children  have  homes  of  their  own. 


Further  historical  information,  submitted  by  Mrs.  Walter  Lawrence  (Clara  Gerber), 
regarding  her  grandfather,  the  first  child  of  Anna  Roth  and  Christian  Gerber, 
is  given  below: 

My  grandfather,  Peter  Gerber,  left  Ohio  with  his  parents  when  a  child. 

They  sailed  down  the  Ohio  River  and  landed  at  Peoria,  Illinois,  when 
it  was  still  called  Ft.  Clark.  They  settled  near  Pekin,  Illinois,  and 
built  a  log  cabin.  The  roof  was  made  of  clapboards  which  they  had  cut 
from  trees.  The  following  statement  shows  under  what  conditions  they 
lived:  ’There  was  a  big  hole  in  the  floor  and  the  cat  pounced  and 

pulled  up  a  rat . ’ 

From  the  material  quoted  above  we  surmise  that  Anna  Roth  and  her  husband  resided 
in  Butler  County,  Ohio,  for  several  years  after  their  marriage,  which  occurred 
on  October  25,  1844  at  the  same  place.  This  conclusion  is  based  on  the  fact 
that  their  first  three  children  were  born  in  Butler  County,  Ohio,  while  the 
fourth  one  was  born  near  Pekin,  Illinois.  Evidently  sometime  between  1849  - 
1852,  the  birthdates  of  the  third  and  fourth  child  respectively,  Anna  and  her 
family  moved.  The  paragraph  given  above,  describing  Peter  Gerber's  trip  to 
Illinois  with  his  parents,  should  be  evidence  that  the  journey  was  not  made 
overland  but  by  way  of  the  water  route.  It  would  be  difficult  to  give  the  ex¬ 
act  location  of  the  Anna  (Roth)  Gerber  Family  when  arriving  near  Pekin,  Illinois, 
to  make  their  home  in  the  wilderness.  Some  descendents  refer  to  the  location. as 
being  near  the  Railroad  Schoolhouse.  Anna’s  husband  was  a  farmer,  as  were  most 
men  in  that  day. 
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At  some  time  in  the  life  of  Anna  Roth,  she  evidently  became  a  member  of  the 
Defenseless  Mennonite  Church.  However,  it  is  likely  that  she  and  her  husband 
later  left  this  group  to  join  with  the  Missionary  Church  Association  Since 
about  half  of  the  descendents  of  Anna  (Roth)  Gerber  joined  this  church  group, 
it  seemed  advisable  to  include  a  paragraph  of  information  explaining  the  histo¬ 
ry  of  this  religious  group. 

The  formation  of  the  Missionary  Church  Association  was  a  case  of  his¬ 
tory  repeating  itself.  Toward  the  close  of  the  century,  a  f ew  of  the 
Defenseless  Mennonites  joined  with  others  not  Mennonites  in  develop¬ 
ing  a  new  movement.  This  new  body  accused  the  mother  church  of  life¬ 
lessness,  just  as  Egly  had  accused  the  parent  body  of  his  church. 

Missionary  work  was  strongly  stressed  by  the  new  organization.  Be¬ 
ginning  in  1896  churches  were  formed  which  drew  heavily  upon  the 
Defenseless  Mennonite  congregations,  splitting  all  of  them  except  the 
Salem  church  at  Gridley,  Illinois.  In  1898  these  congregations  formed 
a  conference  under  the  name  of  the  Missionary  Church  Association. 

Since  it  originated  from  a  double  source,  the  resultant  body  is  not  a 
purely  Mennonite  branch. ^ 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Christian  Gerber,  son  of  Anna  Roth  and  Christian 
Gerber,  was  a  minister  in  the  Defenseless  Mennonite  Church.  He  possibly  served 
in  Indiana,  in  the  Edna  Mills  area,  since  he  is  also  buried  there,  although  this 
may  be  an  incorrect  assumption. 

Anna  Roth  died  at  the  age  of  61,  on  September  14,  1887,  at  a  muc^  younger 
age  than  the  rest  of  her  brothers  and  sisters  as  it  seems  longevity  was  in  the 
family  history.  Anna's  husband,  Christian  Gerber,  was  a  widower  for  almost 
twenty-seven  years  when  he  passed  away  on  April  22,  1907.  It  is  interesting 
that  these  two  people,  both  born  in  Alsace-Lorraine,  came  to  the  United  States, 
got  acquainted,  and  finally  wed  one  another.

GENERAL  HISTORY  OF  PETER  ROTH  FAMILY 


Through  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  0.  H,  Je neks  (Ruby  Alma  Roth),  granddaughter  of 
Peter  Roth,  we  are  able  to  submit  a  copy  of  the  obituary  of  Peter  Roth  which 
gives  some  details  not  recorded  otherwise.  It  is  not  certain  what  newspaper 
the  clipping  is  taken  from,  but  possibly  The  Daily  Pantagraph-  published  at 
Bloomington  Ill, 

Last  Friday  night  j August  9,  1901  j  occurred  the  death  of  a  well  known 
and  highly  respected  citizen  of  Panola  -township  in  the  person  of  Mr. 
Peter  Roth,  Mr,  Roth  was  born  in  Alsace  Germany,  Feb,  12,  1829,  His. 
father  died  when  Peter  was  four  years  of  age  and  three  years  later 
fl837j  Mrs,  Roth  brought  her  children,  Peter  being  third  jsoni  in  or¬ 
der  of  birth,  to  America, 


They  were  forty-two  days  on  the  ocean,  landing  at  New  York  City  and 
locating  in  Butler  County,  Ohio.  Peter  was  early  compelled  to  earn 
most  of  his  own  living.  At  the  age  of  16  he  commenced  to  make  his 
own  way  first  as  a  farm  laborer  for  a  period  of  twelve  years.  In 
1856  he  came  to  Tazewell  County,  this  state,  and  soon  afterward  mar¬ 


ried  Miss  Bena  Naffziger  * 


which  event  occurred  Feb„  8,  1857  To  them 
six  of  whom  with  their  mother  are  living. 


nine  children  were  born, 

The  three  who  preceded  their  father  to  the  great  beyond  were  Peter, 
Jr,,  Lydia,  wife  of  John  Krug,  and  William .  The  six  living  children 


are  Daniel  John,  Jacob-  Mrs,  S.  E.  Schertz,  Mrs.  Jas.  Holt  and  Ella, 
the  latter  living  at  home.  The  family  moved  to  this  , county  in  1874 
and  have  lived  m  Panola  township  ever  since. 


The  f uneral  services  were  held  in  Shiloh  church  last  Monday  morning 
at  10  o'clock,  Revs 0  Lackland,  of  Gndley,  Schantz,  of  Hudson  and 
Egle ,  of  Waldo,  officiating.  A  large  number  followed  the  remains 
to  the  Baughman  cemetery 5  where  the  interment  took  place - 


Information  other  than  presented  in  the  obituary  given  above  was  difficult  to 
locate  regarding  Peter  Roth.  However,  the  place  in  Tazewell  County  where  re  i  e 
first  settled  with  his  wife* *after  being  married,  was  near  Morton  Ill 
interesting  to  note  that  some  descendents  listed  their  parents  children  ox 
Peter  Roth,  as  being  born  in  Tazewell  County  and  others  at  Washington  Ill 
during  the  period  of  1857  -  1873,  when  the  first  seven  children  wei  e  bom 
Whether  this  indicates  that  Peter  might  have  lived  on  the  Washington  Road  too, 
as  did  several  of  his  other  brothers-  mentioned  earlier  in  the  book  is  not 
known  to  the  author.  If  so,  perhaps  some  spoke  of  him  as  residing  nea.i  Morton 
and  others  near  Washington,  as  this  area  lies  between  both  towns 


Evidently,  according  to  the  obituary,  in  1874  the  Peter  Roth  family  moved  to 
El  Paso,  Illinois,  where  Peter  farmed.  Very  likely  Peter  had  been  a  member  of 
the  A  mi s  h - M  ennoni t  e  faith  in  his  earlier  years.  At  some  time  in  his  life  ne 
joined  the  Defenseless  Mennonite  group.  It  is  interesting  to  note  however 
that  the  majority  of  his  descendents  are  Methodists,  or  members  of  otnei 

Protestant  churches.

On  Aug.  10,  1887,  Peter  Roth  was  involved  in  a  train  wreck  at  Chatsworth,  Illo, 
while  enroute  to  Canada  to  visit  some  of  his  relatives 0  This  wreck  received 
national  publicity  due  to  the  large  number  of  lives  lost  in  this  tragedy,,  How¬ 
ever,  Peter  escaped  alive  but  with  a  back  injury  that  likely  caused  him  discom¬ 
fort  the  rest  of  his  life. 

By  the  time  of  Peter  Roth’s  death,  all  of  his  children,  but  the  youngest,  were 
married.  It  was  almost  twenty-seven  years  later  that  his  wife  followed  him  in 
death.

VII. 


GENERAL  HISTORY  OF  DANIEL  ROTH  FAMILY 


A  different  situation  existed  in  gathering  historical  information  regarding  the 
Daniel  Roth  family  than  for  any  of  his  other  brothers  and  sisters.  Instead  of 
hardly  finding  enough  material  to  fit  together  into  any  sort  of  a  story,  there 
was  available  a  "Daniel  Roth  Family  History"  prepared  in  March  1936  by  one  of 
the  granddaughters  of  Daniel  Roth,  namely  Esther  M,  Roth,  for  presentation  at 
the  Annual  Daniel  Roth  Family  Reunion.  In  addition  to  this  paper,  1fA  Biography 
of  Daniel  Roth"  was  submitted  by  Wo  A0  Ropp,  Carlock,  Ill. ,  who  had  prepared  it 
in  connection  with  a  Ropp  family  history,  since  Daniel  Roth's  first  wife  was 
Catherine  Ropp.  Also,  the  obituary  of  Daniel  Roth  was  available,  as  well  as 
some  other  material  related  to  his  family.  The  problem  in  presenting  this  part 
of  the  family  history  is  to  try  not  to  overlap  too  much  in  the  material  quoted 
from  these  various  sources.  Therefore  some  parts  needed  to  be  deleted  or  re¬ 
vised,  in  order  to  condense  the  material  which  was  available. 

Portions  of  the  "Daniel  Roth  Family  History"  will  be  presented  first. 

Daniel  Roth,  son  of  Nicolaus  and  Veronica  (Zimerman)  Roth,  was  born 
in  France,  February  5,  1833.  His  father  died  when  he  was  a  small 
child,  and  at  the  age  of  four  years  his  mother  brought  the  family  of 
four  children  to  America.  Two  other  children  had  previously  come  to 
this  country  and  one  other  came  later.  The  one  daughter,  Fannie, 

[Veronica]  who  was  married  to  Joseph  Staker,  was  living  in  Butler 
County,  Ohio,  and  here  the  mother  and  children  were  located  for  a 
while  until  they  all  came  to  the  state  of  Illinois.  Nicholas  had 
earlier  arrived  in  America  too.  Barbara,  who  was  married  to  Joseph 
Zehr  and  followed  her  mother  to  America  later,  located  in  Ontario, 

Canada,  After  coming  to  Illinois,  Veronica  Roth  and  family  located 
in  Tazewell  County.  The  Joseph  Staker  family  also  located  somewhere 
between  Peoria  and  Washington  at  first,  later  locating  near  Morton. . . 

Grandfather  was  married  to  Catherine  Ropp  on  February  27,  1855  and 
resided  north  of  Morton  several  miles  for  eleven  years,  later  moving 
to  the  farm  west  of  Morton  now  known  as  the  Amos  Roth,  Sr.  home 
place.  [See  picture  of  Veronica  Roth  Homestead,  forepart  of  bookTj 
From  there  he  moved  near  Morton  and  later  moved  to  the  edge  of 
Morton.  The  following  children  were  born  to  this  home:  Veronica 
and  Jacobina,  twins,  Joseph,  Amos,  Jacob,  Louisa,  Catherine,  Daniel 
and  Marianna  [usually  referred  to  as  Mary] .  After  being  married 
thirty  years.  Grandmother  Roth  died  on  March  25,  1885.  On  September 
15,  1887,  Grandfather  married  Lisette  Goldsmith.  Two  children  were 
born  to  this  union,  Amelia  and  Samuel, 

Grandfather  united  with  the  Amish  Church  in  his  youth.  He  later 
served  the  Dillon  Creek  Amish  Church,  which  later  became  known  as 
the  Pleasant  Grove  Amish-Mennonite  Church,  in  the  capacity  of  minis¬ 
ter.  Church  services  were  held  in  the  homes  in  the  early  part  of 
his  life. 


An  interesting  story,  as  related  by  Daniel  Roth’s  grandson,  John  Roth,  is  as 
follows : 

Daniel  Roth  wanted  to  go  West  when  the  Gold  Rush  was  on.  However, 
his  mother  didn’t  want  him  to  go.  Several  other  young  men  from  the 
Morton  community,  however,  decided  to  go  West.  One  of  them  made 
the  statement  that  thefirst  Indian  he  saw  he  was  going  to  shoot. 

When  this  group  got  to  a  place  out  West  where  they  saw  their  first 
Indians,  this  same  fellow  shot  the  first  Indian  that  he  saw.  In 
return,  the  Indians  tied  him  to  a  stake  and  skinned  him  alive. 

Turning  our  thoughts  now  to  the  church  where  Daniel  Roth  served  as  minister,  the 
following  material  should  help  clarify  the  picture: 

The  original  Dillon  Creek  Congregation  erected  its  first  meeting 
house  in  1879,  in  a  rural  area  near  Tremont,  Illinois,  called  Pleas¬ 
ant  Grove.  This  has  given  it  the  name  'The  Pleasant  Grove  Church' 
though  it  is  often  called  'The  Tremont  Church. '1 

Andrew  Ropp  was  one  of  the  promoters  of  the  church  building.  The 
committee  in  charge  was  Daniel  Roth,  Christian  Eigsti,  Andrew'  Ropp, 

(not  the  bishop),  and  Joseph  Ropp,  They  really  were  the  trustees, 
but  were  not  elected  as  such.  The  church  ground  was  donated  by  I.  W. 

Ropp  under  the  condition  that  it  should  revert  to  the  original  es¬ 
tate  when  no  longer  used  for  church  purposes.^ 

The  first  Sunday  School  was  started  about  1880,  the  services  being 
held  every  other  week.  Church  services  were  held  on  alternate 
Sundays,  a  practice  which  had  been  started  soon  after  the  church 
house  was  built.  The  first  meetings  were  held  in  the  church. 3 

Weber  names  Daniel  Roth  as  one  of  the  ministers  who  served  the  Pleasant  Grove 
congregation,  on  page  219  in  his  book,  Centennial  History  of  the  Mennonites  of 
Illinois.  It  may  be  of  interest  to  some  of  the  descendentsTof  Daniel  Roth  to~ 
read  Chapter  XXIV,  "The  Pleasant  Grove  Congregation  Near  Tremont,"  pgs,  216-221, 
in  the  same  book,  where  more  detail  is  given  regarding  the  history  of  this  par¬ 
ticular  church  where  many  Daniel  Roth  descendents  at  one  time  had  their  member¬ 
ship. 

Since  a  fairly  large  segment  of  the  Daniel  Roth  descendents  today  are  members 
of  the  General  Conference  Mennonite  Church,  previously  called  Central  Conference, 
information  should  be  included  here  to  help  the  reader  understand  how  this  group 
came  to  be  formed. 

The  Central  Conference  of  Mennonites  is  a  purely  Illinois  creation. 

Joseph  Stuckey,  who  was  bishop  of  the  North  Danvers  Church  and  active 
in  the  General  Amish  conference,  was  in  reality  expelled  in  October, 

1872,  by  an  eastern  Amish  committee  because  he  would  not  censure  one 
of  the  members  of  his  church  who  was  attracted  by  universalist  teach- 
ings.  Stuckey's  church  remained  with  him,  but  from  that  time  fol¬ 
lowed  an  independent  existence.-  Stuckey  was  the  means  of  organizing 
many  other  churches,  some  outride  the  state...  His  followers. . .fi¬ 
nally  felt  the  need  of  some  organization,  and  1899  they  formed  the 
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Central  Illinois  Conference  of  MennoniteSo  Since  that  time  a  number 
of  out-of-state  churches  have  joined  the  conference,  and  hence  the 
word  Illinois  has  been  dropped  from  the  official  name  of  the  branch. 


In  doctrine  this  branch  of  the  church  does  not  differ  from  the  main 
body.  In  practice  the  members  are  a  bit  more  liberal,  especially 
with  regard  to  dress,  than  the  old  Mennonites.  Women  were  permitted 
to  wear  hats  instead  of  bonnets,  and  musical  instruments  are  used  in 
church  worship.  However,  the  group  adheres  to  the  1632  Dortrecht 
Confession  of  Faith,  and  practices  feet-washing  at  the  communion 
service . ^ 


The  Daniel  Roth  family  has  been  quite  active,  as  a  group,  in  church  work.  It 
seems  fitting  to  present  information,  therefore,  regarding  several  members  of 
this  group  who  have  made  contributions  in  various  ways  to  the  church.  Some 
factual  information  regarding  one  of  the  descendents  of  Nicolaus  and  Veronica 
Roth,  namely  their  great-grandson,  John  Roth,  is  given  as  follows: 

The  general  mission  board  of  the  (old)  Mennonites,  that  is  the  Menno- 
nite  Board  of  Missions  and  Charities,  was  desirous  that  the  various 
district  conferences  should  organize  their  own  district  boards  which 
would  be  auxiliary  to  the  general  boardo  Accordingly  the  Illinois 
Church  Conference  in  annual  session,  June  4,  1915,  acting  on  the  sug¬ 
gestion  of  a  recommendation  made  by  the  Sunday  School  Conference,  ap¬ 
pointed  a  committee  to  investigate  the  advisability  of  organizing  a 
state  mission  board  which  would  have  charge  of  the  rural  field.  The 
1916  Conference  chose  a  committee. , .  to  draw  up  a  constitution  and  if 
advisable  to  foster  a  district  mission  meeting.  The  conference  as¬ 
sembled  at  Sterling,  in  1917,  jand]  accepted  the  constitution  which 
the  committee  drew  up. . ,  5 

At  the  next  board  meeting  held  in  connection  with  the  church  confer¬ 
ence  June  1,  1918,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  investigate  the  East 
Peoria  territory  relative  to  opening  a  mission  Sunday  School.^ 

The  investigation  seems  to  have  led  to  the  opening  of  work  in  Peoria 
itself.  At  the  Men's  Meeting  held  in  connection  with  the  Dedicatory 
and  Anniversary  services  [25th  anniversary  of  Chicago  Home  Mission] 
January  6,  1919,  the  matter  was  presented  in  a  paper  by  John  Roth. 

It  was  decided  to  open  work  at  once.  Accordingly  a  committee  was 
appointed. . .  to  investigate  and  launch  the  work  if  found  advisable. 

[John  Roth  was  appointed  to  represent  the  Pleasant  Grove  Congrega¬ 
tion.]]  ^ 

After  several  trips  to  Peoria,  a  suitable  building  was  located  at 
900  Garden  Street...  The  first  Sunday  School  service  was  held 
February  16,  1919,  with  an  attendance  of  over  one  hundred,  a  number 
from  the  neighboring  congregations  being  present.  For  the  first  few 
months  Sunday  School  was  conducted  by  John  Roth  of  Morton  as  super¬ 
intendent  .  ® 

Pleasant  Hill  is  the  name  of  a  school  district  and  interurban  station 
four  miles  northwest  of  Morton  and  five  miles  southeast  of  Peoria, 
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Illinois...  This  community...  is  the  dividing  line  of  the  prairie  and 
the  timber  lands...  In  September,  1920,  John  Roth  [appointed  as  Ill. 

Dist.  Miss.  Bd.  member  in  1910  presented  the  community  to  the  Illinois 
District  Mission  Board  as  an  opening  for  a  Sunday  School.  He  and 
Benjamin  Springer  were  appointed  to  investigate.  On  September  27, 
they  made  a  careful  canvass  of  the  community  and  visited  and  inter¬ 
viewed  a  number  of  homes.  It  was  found  that  most  of  the  people  de¬ 
sired  a  Sunday  School  and  stated  their  intention  to  support  one.  The 
matter  was  presented  to  the  District  Mission  Board  and  after  some  con¬ 
sideration  [June  1921  meeting  it  was  decided  to  open  a  Sunday  School 
in  the  school  house.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Roth  offered  their  services  to 
the  board.  Since  they  lived  in  the  same  school  district  [where  John 
Roth  was  teaching  school]  they  were  given  charge  of  the  work...  A  con¬ 
gregation  was  organized  March  8,  1924  with  nineteen  members,  and  John 
Roth  was  given  charge  of  the  congregation.^ 

It  is  interesting  that  about  twenty-one  years  after  the  Pleasant  Hill  Mennonite 
Church  was  organized,  and  John  Roth  no  longer  was  superintendent,  that  another 
grandson  of  Daniel  Roth,  Roy  Daniel  Roth,  assumed  responsibility  for  the  congre¬ 
gation,  as  its  minister.  Before  serving  in  this  capacity,  Roy  attended  Goshen 
College  for  five  years,  receiving  the  B.A .  and  B.D.  degrees.  Following  this 
training,  he  entered  Princeton  Theological  Seminary  where  he  received  his  Th.  M. 
degree.  While  pastor  at  Pleasant  Hill,  Roy  took  further  work  at  Bradley  Univer¬ 
sity  in  nearby  Peoria.  He  served  as  minister  for  six  and  one-half  years  at  the 
Pleasant  Hill  Mennonite  Church  until  he  was  called  to  serve  as  President  of  the 
Hesston  College  and  Bible  School,  Hesston,  Kansas,  one  of  the  three  church  col¬ 
leges  sponsored  by  the  Mennonite  Board  of  Education.  From  the  June  3,  1953, 

Mfsston  College  Journal,  under  the  headline,  "Roth  Inaugurated  Third  President 
May  31,"  we  quote  the  following: 

Roy  D.  Roth  was  charged  with  the  administrative  responsibility  of 
Hesston  College  and  Bible  School  by  Nelson  E.  Kauffman  during  the 
inaugural  program  in  Hess  Memorial  Hall,  May  31,  at  2:30  p.m. 

Bex  ore  a  capacity  audience,  the  Mennonite  Board  of  Education  President 
conferred  upon  Hesston' s  third  President  his  new  office. „„ 

The  new  President  advocated  a  continuance  of  evaluation  and  experi¬ 
mentation  in  effort  to  bring  all  of  school  life  into  vital  alignment 
with  an  evangelical  and  evangelistic  Christian  faith  and  philosophy. 

I  pray  that  the  lofty  idealism  we  have  inherited  may  find  increasing 
practical  expression  in  continuing  experiences  of  fruitfulness  and 
spiritual  victory  among  us, '  Roth  went  on. 

President  Roth  concluded,  'It  is  for  all  of  us  that  Hesston  College 
and  Bible  School  exists;  upon  all  of  us  is  placed  the  burden  of 
prayer  and  consecrated  effort  for  her  continuing  usefulness  and  serv¬ 
ice  to  God  and  man.  Laboring  together  with  all  of  you  in  unity,  with 

faith  and  hope  and  love,  we  are  not  alone,  for  we  are  laborers  to¬ 
gether  with  God.  ' 

Another  grandchild  of  Daniel  Roth,  Lelia  (Roth)  Pannabecker,  served  in  active 
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church  work  as  a  missionary  to  China  for  two  terms,  1926-41.  She  and  her  hus¬ 
band,  Charles  Lloyd  Pannabecker,  who  is  a  physician,  served  under  the  sponsor¬ 
ship  of  the  Mennonite  Brethren  in  Christ  Church,  now  known  as  the  United  Mission¬ 
ary  Church.  Their  particular  place  of  service  in  China  was  at  the  K’ai  Chow 
Hospital  where  Dr.  Pannabecker  was  Superintendent  and  Medical  Missionary. 

Returning  again  to  the  subject  of  the  Pleasant  Grove  Mennonite  Church,  it  may 
interest  some  of  the  readers  to  know  that  in  April  1941  this  group  merged  with 
the  Goodfield  Mennonite  Church  to  form  the  Morton  Mennonite  Church.  The  church 
building  is  located  within  the  city  limits  on  ground  donated  for  that  purpose 
by  Amos  Roth,  son  of  Daniel  Roth.  Soon  after  the  church  was  built,  people  be¬ 
gan  to  build  homes  in  that  section  of  town.  Before  long,  pasture-land  and  corn¬ 
fields  were  turned  into  plots  of  ground  for  sale.  Adjacent  to  the  land  donated 
by  Amos  Roth  was  a  large  section  of  land  owned  by  his  half-brother,  Samuel  R. 
Roth,  who  soon  began  selling  lots  from  this  "Roth  Addition."  Names  such  as  Roth 
Street,  Nelson  Avenue  and  Carol  Avenue  began  to  appear,  the  latter  two  named 
after  children  of  S.  R.  Roth. 

An  interesting  clipping  from  the  March  8,  1951  copy  of  The  Morton  News  under 
the  heading,  "Thirty  Years  Ago  in  Morton,"  states: 

Next  Wednesday,  at  the  sales  pavilion,  there  will  be  held  a  sale  of 
purebred  Shorthorn  cattle  and  some  high  grade  horses,  the  stock  being 
consigned  by  Alvin  N.  Roth,  Roth  Bros.,  Amos  D„  Roth,  Jr.,  and  Edwin 
J.  Roth. 

These  men  are  not  newcomers  in  the  Shorthorn  business »  They  have  been 
a  long  period  of  years  gathering  together  the  stock  now  on  their  sep¬ 
arate  farms. 

Another  fact  worthy  of  note  is  that  the  stock  that  will  be  sold  in 
the  sale  next  Wednesday  is  of  their  own  breeding,,  It  is  not  stock 
picked  for  reselling  later  on,  but  animals  that  have  been  raised  on 
their  own  farms  and  have  the  Roth  stamp  of  quality  in  their  make  up. 

It  appears  from  this  article  that  some  of  the  grandsons  of  Daniel  Roth  carried 
on  his  love  of  horses  and  cattle.  In  fact,  one  of  Daniel’s  sons,  Daniel  K.  Roth, 
was  greatly  interested  in  this  field  at  one  time.  However,  his  major  occupa¬ 
tional  interest  in  life  has  been  the  Corn  Belt  Chick  Hatchery,  which  he  has 
originated,  owned  and  operated  during  his  life,  with  the  help  of  most  of  the 
members  of  his  family.  Today  there  are  a  chain  of  these  hatcheries  in  Illinois 
and  Indiana.  Somewhat  related  to  the  Corn  Belt  Chick  Hatchery  is  the  Rothway 
Hatchery,  owned  and  operated  by  several  members  of  D.  K.  Roth’s  family. 

Two  great-grandchildren  of  Daniel  Roth  who  have  given  of  their  time  to  serving 
the  church  are  Lena  K.  (Gerber)  Lehman  and  her  brother,  Wayne  Gerber.  Lena 
spent  several  years  at  the  Weiler  Children’s  Home  in  France,  sponsored  by  the 
Mennonite  Central  Committee,  and  currently  is  Matron  at  the  West  Liberty,  Ohio, 
Mennonite  Children’s  Home.  Wayne  received  theological  training,  in  preparation 
for  the  ministry,  at  Bethel  College,  Mishawaka,  Ind. ,  and  Goshen  College.  He 
has  pastoral  oversight  of  a  United  Missionary  Church  near  Bremen,  Indiana,  al¬ 
though  he  has  not  as  yet  been  ordained  to  the  ministry. 
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The  author,  a  great-granddaughter  of  Daniel  Roth,  spent  almost  four  years  serv¬ 
ing  the  church  while  employed  at  the  Mennonite  Board  of  Missions  and  Charities. 
She  is  continuing  in  church  work  by  teaching  at  a  newly- organized  church 
high  school  sponsored  by  the  Indiana -Michigan  Mennonite  Conference. 

Another  great-grandchild  of  Daniel  Roth’s,  Ronald  L.  Rich,  is  serving  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  church  by  teaching  at  Bethel  College,  Newton,  Kansas,  as  Associate 
Professor  of  Chemistry.  At  the  risk  of  omitting  names  which  should  be  included 
in  this  selection  of  contributors  to  the  work  of  the  church,  as  there  are  many 
others  Whose  service  we  would  not  minimize,  we  could  say  that  as  a  family,  the 
Daniel  Roth  descendents  have  continued  to  show  interest  and  concern  regarding 
the  religious  welfare  of  people  about  them  and  in  other  countries„  This  same 
conclusion  is  applicable,  to  varying  degrees  no  doubt,  in  all  the  other  six 
families  whose  histories  have  been  presented  earlier.  It  is  the  hope  and  con¬ 
cern  of  the  author,  and  no  doubt  many  others,  that  these  convictions,  which  our 
forefathers  earlier  brought  with  them  from  Europe,  will  not  die  out  in  the  on¬ 
coming  generations  but  that  they  may  continue  to  live  and  show  fruit  which  will 
be  pleasing  to  the  Master.
